Polaroid Exposure Numbers. Along with 
the first announced price increase in 
Polaroid Land cameras, last March, came 
news of a change in the numbering of the 
eight fixed shutter-speed and lens-aper- 
ture combinations of the Speedliner and 
Highlander models—which have gone up 
to $94.50 and $72.75, respectively. In place 
of the Polaroid Land camera shutter num- 
bers (from 1 to 8 on the Speedliner and 
2 to 9 on the Highlander), the new Amer- 
ican standard exposure-value (“EV”) sys- 
tem is being utilized. (The “EV” system 
which is now being formalized by the 
American Standards Association has iden- 
tical numbers to those in the Deckel LVS 
light-value system in which many Ger- 
man imports are calibrated.) “EV” num- 
bers on the new Speedliner Model 95B 
run from 10 to 17, and on the new High- 
lander Model 80A, from 11 to 18. As a 
result of this change, exposure-meter 
manufacturers will no longer have to be 
concerned with an extra set of film-speed 
settings for “Polaroid” as well as “LVS” 
as has been the case in the past. 

To conform to the calibration change, 
the PR-23 meter formerly used with the 
Model 80 Highlander camera is being 
changed to read directly in “EV” num- 
bers, and will be known as the PR-23A. 
A PR-23B meter, with increased sensi- 
tivity to handle the high-speed Type 44 
Polaroid Land film, calibrated in “EV” 
numbers, will be available with a clip to 
fit the new Model 95B Speedliner camera 
.. . An entirely new high-sensitivity me- 
ter made for Polaroid by the German 
firm of Metrawatt, calibrated in old Po- 
laroid as well as new “EV” numbers and 
capable of handling ASA speeds up to 
1,000, should be available in the very 
near future, if not already. 


Explosion-Proof Light. A new floodlamp- 
type lighting unit intended for picture- 
taking in mines, grain-storage bins, and 
other areas subject to explosion hazards 
was recently developed by the Bureau of 
Mines, U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
Essential features of the new light are a 
fan-cooled aluminum housing and a spe- 
cial 1,000-watt incandescent bulb designed 
by the General Electric Co. The light per- 
mits color photography without correc- 
tion filters; the unit connects directly to 
permissible-type mine-lighting systems. 
Commercial firms can obtain permission 
to manufacture the unit without license 
by applying to the Bureau of Mines, Cen- 
tral Experiment Station, Pittsburgh, Pa. 

In England, the development of an elec- 
tronic-flash unit suitable for use in “po- 
tentially explosive atmospheres” has been 
reported (The Journal of Photographic 
Science Nov/Dec 1956, IX). The equip- 
ment, developed by Ernest Turner Elec- 
trical Instruments in collaboration with

the British National Coal Board, has a 
special noninductive triggering circuit 
which eliminates the risk of friction when 
electrical energy is applied to the shutter 
contacts. Other safeguards in the cir- 
cuitry keep the total energy in the ex- 
ternal circuit from reaching a dangerous 
level even when three internal failures 
occur simultaneously. The unit is rela- 
tively large—14x1312x13 inches—weighs 
58 pounds and utilizes 200 watt-seconds 
of energy; recharging time is 10 seconds. 
The Ministry of Fuel and Power has cer- 
tified the equipment as intrinsically safe 
and flameproof. 


Instantaneous Cold Light. A new Model 
B series of cold-light enlarging units has 
recently been announced by Aristo Grid 
Lamp Products Inc. which entirely elim- 
inates the need for “warming up” the 
light in order to reach maximum inten- 
sity. Optimum operating intensities are 
automatically maintained by a thermo- 
plate and thermostatic control element in 
the new Model B units. As a result of the 
improvement, it is no longer necessary to 
control the exposure light with a shutter 
or safety filter nor to keep the light 
source burning continually until the mo- 
ment before the printing paper is inserted 
in the enlarging easel and then to switch 
the light on and off for exposure, and 
then on again after the paper has been 
removed. Ordinary timers and/or foot 
switches can now be employed for cold- 
light enlarging so that the inherent ad- 
vantages and characteristics of this cool 
diffuse source can be fully utilized. Ob- 
viously, the life of the source is substan- 
tially prolonged by the new design. Ap-

Persisting Flash Images. Two ingenious 
methods for “holding” electronic-flash il- 
lumination long enough to permit picture 
taking and illuminating equipment to be 
precisely aligned in photomicrography 
were described by Kodak researchers 
Roger P. Loveland and Bernard M. Spi- 
nell at the 26th Annual Meeting of the 


Biological Photographic Association in 


Rochester late last August. In ordinary 


| photomicrography with constant light 


sources, the microscope is visually fo- 
cused on a paper target with the light 
source in position—a technique that is 
obviously impractical with intermittent 
flashes of short duration. One technique 
outlined in the paper consists of substi- 
tuting a phosphor-coated plate for the 
ordinary paper. After the electronic-flash 
source has been discharged, the phosphor 
continues to glow, and the technician can 
make all the necessary adjustments in 
alignment while observing the glowing 
target. In the second method, a paper tar- 
get is utilized, but the power supply feed- 
ing the xenon-filled flashtube is adjusted 
to provide a succession of low-powered 
flashes at sufficiently close intervals to 
produce a continuous light source for mak- 
ing the necessary observations and ad- 
justments. Once the alignment has been 
completed, the source is turned up to full 
power and the exposures made. Elec- 
tronic flash is proving useful in phase 


| and dark-field photomicrography where 


large amounts of light are needed, accord- 
ing to the authors. It is also helpful in 
making studies of small living organisms

Emulsion Coating Progress. News of an 
important advance in film and paper coat- 
ing technique was disclosed on October 3, 
1956, with the publication of British Pat- 
ent No. 758,401, Improvements in or re- 
lating to Coating Aqueous Compositions 
on Web Supports granted E, I. du Pont de 
Nemours (applied for January 2, 1954). 
Basically, the method as described is rela- 
tively fast—on the order of 300 to 500 feet

In the new 
Du Pont method, the emulsion is first 
extruded from a nozzle onto the film base, 
like toothpaste from a tube.

Roloc Colorsplitter. A unique semiauto- 
matic machine for making separation neg- 
atives and color-correction masks from 
positive color transparencies is the first 
equipment to be announced by Roloc 
Incorporated of Milwaukee, owned and 
operated by the former principals of Stro- 
bo Research. The unit, known as the 
Colorsplitter Model 56B, comes in two 
housings, one of which looks like an over- 
size contact printer (which it is in a 
sense) equipped with a battery of 
switches and controls. The second con- 
tains a vacuum pump and supports a 
matrix film punch. The equipment can be 
used to separate transparencies ranging 
in size from 2%4-inches square to 11x14 
inches, by contact. Last fall, we saw a 
prototype model of the unit installed in 
the photographic laboratory of the Mil- 
waukee Journal where it was being used 
on a day-to-day production basis as part 
of that newspaper’s ROP (run-of-the- 
paper) color-printing program. It has 
proved invaluable in expediting the prep- 
aration of properly balanced color en- 
graving plates—by-passing formerly diffi- 
cult registry problems and accommodat- 
ing thin as well as dense transparencies 
by simple adjustment of the calibrated 
controls. The main cabinet is made of 
heavy welded steel and has a gray ham- 
merloid exterior finish; it is 30 inches 
wide and 2656 inches deep, and it stands 
40 inches high off the floor. The filter, 
timer, and light-intensity controls are all 
handily situated on an instrument panel 
which also holds various gauges and col- 
ored indicator lights. Details may be had 
from Roloc Incorporated, 4217 West North 
Avenue, Milwaukee 8, Wisconsin. The 
price is $2,960 F.O.B. Milwaukee. 


Developed by Light! An industrial oscillo- 
graph-type recording instrument was an- 
nounced early this year by the Heiland 
Instruments division of Minneapolis- 
Honeywell which makes use of a new- 
type sensitized paper that is developed 
by room light. The instrument is called 
the “Visicorder” and it comes from the 
Honeywell plant in Denver, Colo., where 
Heiland photoflash equipment and elec- 
tronic-flash units are manufactured. It is 
a compact device weighing 37 pounds 
standing 15 inches high, and measuring 
10x10 inches. Operating from 115-volt 60- 
cycle a-c, the Visicorder combines the high- 
frequency and high-sensitivity character- 
istics of photographic oscillographs with 
the convenience of a direct-recording in- 
strument. No processing materials are 
needed: as the sensitized recording paper 
moves out of the machine, it is developed 
by diffuse daylight or room light. The 
record is stable and will not fade when

This 
means that you'll get the balanced lighting you want when the flash is 10 feet 
from the subject. You see, the {/8 for which you have already set your camera is 
divided into the 85 Guide Number, giving a normal shooting distance of 10.6 ft. 
But ve found that there’s a whale of a lot of leeway in getting good pictures by 
this method. As a matter of fact, in this example, the flash would improve the 


picture if used within the range of 7 to 15 feet. 


“What it boils down to is this: you have to get aw fully close before the flash over- 
powers the daylight—and you have to get awfully far away before it loses its effect 
altogether. Many professionals, when operating fast, will work at a basic exposure 
for the daylight and fire flash bulbs regardless of the shooting distances, fully con- 


fident they won't spoil the picture, and will almost always improve it. 


“However, | always try to get a so-called ‘normal’ amount of fill by controlling 
the intensity of the flash. To strengthen it, you can, of course, move it in closer to 
the subject or use a bigger bulb. To weaken the flash, you can back it off the camera, 
or drop a handkerchief across the face of the reflector (which cuts the light about 


in half), or remove the reflector (which cuts the light by three f/stops). 


“So much for the theory of fill-flash. The fun is in the practice—so go out and try 


your hand at it! You'll probably surprise yourself with the results!”

“Skylight” filter, to improve the results 
produced by many interested color pho- 
tographers who are allergic to technicali- 
ties.

People to People 

American photographers are the world’s 
most successful salon exhibitors, but our 
friends abroad can give us some pointers 
I've 
just been through a slide circuit that 
makes a round of 20 Australian stereo 


| fans and a like number of enthusiasts in 


the United States. Only a few of the for- 
eign contributions would win medals or 
blue ribbons but they all have a story to 
tell. Aided by liberal caption material 
that often is added to or contradicted by 
other participants along the way, the 
slides provide fascinating glimpses of peo- 
ple, places, and things in the world 
“down under.” 

The circuit is sponsored by the Pho- 
tographic Society of America’s Stereo 
Division. These days we hear a lot about 
the “People to People” idea, endorsed by 
President Eisenhower for increased un- 
derstanding between nations. The Aus- 
tralian circuit was developed by photog- 
raphers, not diplomats, but it fulfills the 


| ideals of a program for cultural inter- 


change about as well as anything could. 
It’s a wonder Ike didn’t think of it—he’s 
a stereo fan himself. 


Similarities and Differences 


Stereo is at its best when put to the 
task of showing unfamiliar subjects. The 
3-D camera’s realism can’t be beat. It 
brings us face to face, in this case, with 
amazing similarities and differences at 
the same time. I had some fun with a 


| slide by J. K. Hall of Glen Iris, Victoria. 


It shows two girls, Wendy and Marjorie, 
sunning on the beach. 
“Typical Australian girls,” one circuit 


| member over there said in the commen- 


tary. I passed the viewer around among 
a group of teen-agers at our house and 
asked if anybody could identify the sub- 


| jects. Everybody tried. There were a few 


wild guesses and 


| some thought they 


had seen the girls 
somewhere. It 
didn’t occur to 
anyone that Wen- 
dy and Marjorie 


| might live on an- 
| other 


continent 
below the equator 
and almost half- 
way around the world They look like 


| typical American girls, too. There were 
| other slides which could have been taken 


almost anywhere in the United States. 
At the other extreme were pictures that 


| could only have come from Australia. 
| A. S. McColl of Chattswood, near Sydney, 


contributed a straightforward shot of an 
aborigine tribesman. He wears only a 


| loincloth, but looks more fully dressed 


because tufts of wool are glued to his 


| skin in stripes that form patterns. The 


notes explain that he’s ready for a corro- 


| boree, and that when they aren’t cele- 


brating in this fashion he and 70 tribes- 
men help to look after 60,000 head of cat- 
tle on a Northern Territory cattle station. 
The stereo picture, with its intimate real- 
ism, grasps your interest and makes you 
want to know more. Captions and com- 
ments help fill you in. One writer says 
“An unusual sight for most Aussies.” 
Another observes the aborigine is a good 
stockman if you could keep his mind on 
the job. A third asks “Can you blame 
him for his view 

that corroborees 

are more fun than 

herding the white 

man’s cattle?” An- 

other fascinating 

picture by Dr. R. 

Segal of Canter- 

bury, New South 

Wales, shows the 

red soil of Innis- 

fail. Its hue is almost unbelievable, and 
is brought out strikingly by a view which 
shows freshly plowed earth interspersed, 
checkerboard fashion, with lush, green 
sugar-cane fields. The complementary 
green makes the red even more vivid. 


Twentyax and Doppelca 

There’s a wide variety of stereo equip- 
ment in use in Australia. Of the 20 fans 
participating in this circuit, six use the 
Stereo Realist, six have the wide-format 
Iloca I, four have other makes of conven- 
tional stereo cameras, and four employ 
single-lens 35-mm cameras. R. G. Rob- 
ertson of Sydney, circuit director, has a 
dual Elca setup affectionately dubbed a 
“Doppelca.” Charles Roberts of Malvern 
mounts a pair of Zeiss Tenax cameras 
side by side and calls the result a “Twen- 
tyax.” He began with a pair of Brownies 
and worked his way through Foth Der- 
bies, Bessas, and single-lens Ilocas to the 
present combination. These systems make 
it easy to experiment with wide-inter- 
ocular stereo, taking views with lenses 
spaced far apart to achieve an exagger- 
ated depth effect. The technical prob- 
lems of making and mounting pictures 
with this sort of equipment provide many 
opportunities for exchange of ideas 
through the slide circuit. 

If you’re interested in participating in 
an exchange group, at home or abroad, 
the PSA has a number of stereo circuits 
on the road all the time. It’s a project 
that was started by L. B. Dunnigan, 
APSA, of Detroit and still operates from 
his home town. Circuit No. 1 has just 
completed its eleventh coast-to-coast 
round. You have to join the PSA Stereo 
Division to take part. To learn how the 
program works, write Mrs. Pearl John- 
son, 661 Merton Rd., Apt. 3, Detroit 3, 
Mich. It’s a chance to see what other 
fans are doing, to learn how your work 
stacks up in comparison with theirs, and 
to make friends and pick up an amazing 
variety of information.—

This month I'll get away from contro- 
versy for a while and let some of my cor- 
respondents’ blood pressure get back to 
normal. Instead, I'll get into a subject 
which can arouse nothing but enthusiasm 
among all hands. I refer to the “slides for 
veterans” program which has made such 
strides in recent years. Off to a good start 
under H. J. Johnson’s direction at the be- 
ginning of War II, the program for the 
past nine years has been guided ably by 
Karl Baumgaertel. 

I've mentioned briefly from time to 
time some of the good things this effort 
has produced. But now let’s really exam- 
ine the project in more detail. 

Since its inception the program has 
been responsible for our U. S. military 
and veterans’ hospitals receiving more 
than two and a half million slides. They 
have received more than 500 pieces of 
equipment — mostly slide viewers, but 
also at least 15 projectors, a number of 
cameras, and some film. 

In addition, the hospitals have received 
more than 6,000 mounted prints. These 
are used for decoration in recreation 
rooms and during class discussion of pho- 
tography. Many thousands of unmounted 
“reject” prints have been sent in, also, for 
hand-coloring. 

Through PSA member clubs and indi- 
viduals, the slides for veterans program 
has been instrumental in bringing lec- 
tures, demonstrations, and class instruc- 
tion to hospitals, also. 

This abbreviated listing of the slide pro- 
gram’s achievements cannot possibly en- 
compass the considerable additional good 
work done. Photography has both con- 
tributed much and gained much from 
these contacts. Of course there’s always 
need for more help. Can’t you pry your- 
self loose from a box of slides, or some 
prints for coloring, or perhaps a viewer 
or projector in usable condition? Or can’t 
you spare a little time? If you want to 
get into the act in any way, don’t write 
to me—instead get in touch with Karl 
Baumgaertel, 623 19th Ave.

Advice on Surplus Film 

I would like some information on Ans- 
co Color Film Type 844. Quite a bit of it 
is available at surplus stores and I would 
like to know whether it is worth working 
with.—J. P. McM., Winters, Calif. 

Ansco Type 844 is a safety-based, low- 
contrast, tungsten-balanced color nega- 
tive camera film. When developed it pro- 
duces dye-image colors complementary to 
the exposure colors. The Type 844 color 
negative is quite similar to Kodacolor or 
Ektacolor, although its 35-mm equivalent 
for motion-picture work is Eastman Color 
Negative Safety Film Type 5248. The 844 
is designed to be printed on Ansco’s Type 
848 Color Release Positive. It is shot in 
the camera at ASA 16. When used in 
daylight a Wratten 85B is used. 

Like many other types of special films, 
it is not recommended by the manufac- 
turer for still-camera work, although you 
may find some processing laboratory that 
handles the film that may be willing to 
process it for you. If you are a very 
advanced technician, yes, you can use it 
or Eastman 5248 and produce color nega- 
tives which then must be printed on the 
proper stock, but why don’t you use 
Kodachrome, Ektachrome, and Ansco- 
chrome in the first place? 


| Emulsion Differences? 


Will you help settle a discussion: are 
the same color emulsions used on roll 
film, sheet film, and 35-mm film?—J. B. 
Q., Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 

This is a question that should be an- 
swered yes with an explanation. The 
color films generally used are fundamen- 
tally identical, although physically there 
is a difference in the film itself. The 
emulsions are made up in batches and 
applied to the various bases. However, 
roll film is supplied with a protective 
paper backing. This also means that as 
it is rolled the emulsion does not touch 


| the back of the film upon which it is 


wound. The 35-mm film’s emulsion side 
touches the backing, so an antiabrasive 
layer is put on the back to keep the sur- 


| faces from sticking and damaging each 


other. Incidentally, the antihalation coat- 
ing on the new films is between the emul- 
sion and the backing. The sheet films are 
coated on a heavier base, which is why 


| they seem heavier. 


There has been some talk that the best 


| emulsions are always put on sheet film 


LABS 


since they'll be used professionally, but 
the standards and tolerances of film 
manufacturers are very high these days, 
and no variation is knowingly permitted 
to reach the market. Color film is better 
than ever. 


How Identify Proper Exposure? 
Can you give me an opinion on when a 
transparency is properly exposed? Some- 


times I overexpose a shot and although it 
is too light for projection, I can lay it over 
a piece of thick white paper and it ap- 
pears to be a good print but when a print 
is made from it it always appears washed- 
out.—V .E.J., Crooks, So. Dakota. 

“Proper” exposure is one of those vague 
terms something like a “perfect” nega- 
tive or a “beautiful” woman. One man’s 
meat is another man’s hash. It depends 
a good deal on the ultimate use of the 
transparency. For example, when I sub- 
mit pictures to certain national mag- 
azines, I prefer them to be slightly on the 
dark or heavy side, for I know their 
engraver will do better with them. To 
others, however, I submit lighter ones. 
If you'll take some transparencies of dif- 
ferent densities (and different color sat- 
uration) and screen them with projectors 
with lamps of different sizes, you'll find 
that a 1000-watt light source, for ex- 
ample, will punch through a dense nega- 
tive and give a bright picture which 
might look too dark with a less brilliant 
source. The answer to what is “proper” 
is more correctly one of what you like 
when you see it projected on your own 
projector and screen. 

When you hold a thin, washed-out 
transparency over a piece of paper, you 
are no longer looking at it by transmitted 
light but are reflecting light from the 
paper under it. The light reaching the 
eye is diminished not only by reflection 
from the paper surface but by the trans- 
parency itself, through which the eye 
must view the reflected image. However, 
as is apparent in the washed-out prints, 
there is not a heavy enough saturation 
of color to be “properly” exposed for 
print-making. 


NOTE: Kodak recently introduced a new 
Ektacolor Film called Type S. The S 
stands for short exposure. Many profes- 
sionals and others who have been using 
Ektacolor for the color negatives from 
which prints or transparencies will be 
made had found that the old Ektacolor 
Film Type B was very good for long ex- 
posures, but when daylight, flash tubes, 
or flashbulbs were to be used, and you 
wanted short exposures—and especially 
where you were using it to shoot original 
pictures—the problems of reciprocity 
failure gave trouble. So the new film, 
Type S, has been introduced and is rec- 
ommended for exposures of 1/25 second 
or shorter. It can be used in Daylight 
with a No. 85C filter: with electronic flash 
a No. 85 filter is recommended, and with 
flash bulbs, no filter is required.

is being spearheaded by Agfa’s line of 
35-mm color and b-&-w films. For many 
years, and especially during the postwar 
decade, Agfa scientists and engineers 
have pioneered in 
two fields that 
have directly ben- 
efited 35-mm tech- 
nical standards 
where the Agfa 
label was obtain- 
able, and indirect- 
ly where it was 
not. 

The first of these 
has been an ef- 
fort to improve ex- 
isting standards 
of small format 
b-&-w photogra- 
phy through the 
production of films 
having inherently 
finer grain as well 
as the quality of 
acutance, which 
the Germans call “contour sharpness,” 
now widely regarded as the single most 
important criterion of photographic image 
quality. 

The other field, which is probably of 
far greater ultimate significance, is the 
continued development of superior color- 
negative materials. This will be the fu- 
ture of photography: a film from which 
any individual frame can be used to pro- 
duce a color print, a color transparency 
for projection, an excellent black-and- 


individua 


white print. 


Existing American color-negative ma- 
terials present a difficulty in attaining the 
third of these goals, the black-and-white 
print. This is primarily because these neg- 
atives present a strong brownish-orange 
cast, exactly the colors to which standard 
printing papers are so insensitive that 
they are employed as safelights. 

IPEX afforded the first opportunity for 
Agfa to exhibit its latest color-negative 
material which has been widely used by 


| European photographers for some time. 
| The new film is Agfacolor CN 17, a uni-

later receiving appropriately different 
printing treatment) which is rated at 
ASA 32. 

The Agfa’s emphasis on contour sharp- 
ness was very evident in a series of 35-mm 
CN 17 enlargements showing flying jet 
aircraft against a blue-gray sky. Even 
the biggest enlargements appeared, to this 
reporter, at least as good as anything he’s 
ever made, or seen anyone else make with 
Kodak’s remarkably good Type C print 
material. 

Other color prints embracing a wide 
variety of subject and lighting conditions 
exhibited the same break-away between 
subject and background, even when color 
and density were very close. Every time 
I’ve ever gone over a pile of Agfacolor 
prints some numbers have always 
exhibited marked- 
ly inferior crisp- 
ness, and the IPEX 
exhibits were no 
exception. My sus- 
picion, if the read- 
er will forgive my 
sneaking in a pet 
Cause, is that 
somebody didn’t 
focus on the grain! 
With each print 
was a positive 
transparency made 
from the same 
CN 17 negative in 
conjunction with 
an Agfa positive- 
print film. In some 
cases transparency 
and film were rea- 
sonably close, but 
in the majority of cases the transparencies 
exhibited lower contrast and heavier color 
saturation. This is, of course, just what 
you want in a color transparency in- 
tended primarily for projection. 

But, good as these color prints and 
transparencies were, the thing that really 
caused your reporter to do a double take 
was that in each set of CN 17 negative, 
color print, and transparency there ap- 
peared a black-and-white print. Not a 
good print, but an extraordinarily good 
print, dripping with that magnificent Eu- 
ropean print quality usually associated 
with thin-film technique. And, every print 
had been made on standard Agfa enlarg- 
ing papers, and you could have made sim- 
ilar prints on whatever paper you now 
work with. No tricks, either. The Agfa- 
color CN 17 negatives happen to have an 
over-all blue-green cast, and these just 
happen to be the two colors to which 
printing papers are most sensitive. One 
point needs to be made before leaving this 
subject: At their present stage of devel- 
opment all color-negative materials ex- 
hibit more grain than do b-&-w films of 
the same or similar emulsion speed rat- 
ings. So, while CN 17 operates at about

the same speed as the average medium- 
contrast thin-film, the grain is much more 
like that of the “hotter” medium-speed 
films. 

Agfa’s other color film is a reversal 
(transparency) material rated at ASA 40. 
From slides I’ve seen in the past this film, 
Agfacolor CU 18, is reminiscent of Ansco- 
chrome in graininess and soft contrast, 
but with a decided bias toward warmth. 
And anyone who isn’t aware of the Ger- 
man predilection for exposing it in the 
late afternoon to produce all sorts of mar- 
velously golden effects is probably read- 
ing too much instead of bettering himself 
by looking at pictures. 


A million Agfa Ambi Silettes were so Id in 
3 years. See IPEX 35-mm roundup elsewhere. 


Agfa’s b-&-w line-up consists of four 
Isopan films, but one, the medium-speed 
ISS, will probably not be imported. Of 
the three remaining, one has always 
seemed to me quite remarkable, the 
others merely excellent. 

The remarkable one is Isopan FF, rated 
at ASA 16, without a doubt the sharpest, 
slowest film, with the smallest exposure 
latitude we’ve ever wrestled with. That 
ASA 16 is no recommendation, friend, 
it’s a threat. Isopan F is one of the best 
medium-contrast thin-films, very much 
like the new Ilford Pan-F, rated at 32, 
I like it best at about 64. Isopan Ultra is 
an unusual high-speed film in which 
they’ve either jacked up the red, or re- 
duced the blue sensitivity, or a combina- 
tion of both, because the recommenda- 
tions are for a higher tungsten rating than 
is recommended for daylight. Agfa (vari- 
ously) advises 160/200 in daylight, 250/320 
tungsten—my advice, about 250 in day- 
light, 500 in tungsten. In a coming issue 
we'll describe these films more fully, and 
a fantastic developer that Agfa’s been 
brewing since 1880-something. 

The Isopan films should start appearing 
on store shelves about the time you read 
this; the two Agfacolors will take some- 
what longer. Present plans do not include 
the importation of processing kits in the 
immediate future, but this must follow 
eventually. Pilot processing facilities are 
now being set up in the New York area, 
and the sample films distributed at IPEX 
last March came with mailing bags ad- 
dressed to Agfa’s New ¥ork office. The ad-

Do you prefer sunlight or shade 
for outdoor shooting? 


JOHN RAWLINGS For me, there is nothing like shade. Indirect 


light means the models’ expressions are relaxed 
and natural because they are not fighting the 
harsh glare of the sun. With shade, both the pho- 
tographer and the model are wrapped in an all- 
over even light. This means they are not pin- 
pointed to a single position because of the location 
of the sun. They can move without worrying about 
the light direction or problem of extreme contrast 
between highlights and shadows. 


I like them both. The one I use will depend on GEORGE ZIMBEL 
the situation and type of subject I’m shooting. 
Too often we shoot without considering how the 
lighting is actually affecting the picture. For this 
reason, the real problem is not whether I like one 
better than the other, but rather understanding 
Position that both sunlight and shade have many varia- 
your still or tions, each of which creates a different mood or 
movie projector atmosphere.

ED LETTAU I prefer working in the shade because the light 


is softer and much more easily controlled. This is 
especially true when using color which has a short 
contrast range. I find that direct sunlight has two 
big disadvantages. It creates harsh blacks and 
whites and it restricts the movement of the sub- 
ject because you must always be conscious of the 
position of the sun. In the shade, the subject can 
move in practically any direction and still be pleas- 
antly illuminated. When working in direct sun- 
light, I overexpose a bit, then underdevelop.

e EDITORIAL: Are you a perfectionist? 


It is an odd phenomenon that 
with the improvement of cameras, 
lenses, and films, technical perfec- 
tion seems no longer the goal of 
most photographers. Sharpness 
and grainlessness, torturously 
sought after by most serious pho- 
tographers a decade ago, today 
are not considered among the 
more enviable accomplishments. 

Periodically a voice cries out in 
the wilderness to bemoan this 
“modern” tendency, but the fact 
is these are unmistakable signs 
that photography is growing up, 
freeing itself from old fetters. 
Finer and faster lenses, better 
films and developers have actual- 
ly helped to liberate the photogra- 
pher from the tyranny of tech- 
nique. They have given him 
freedom of movement to range out 
in the world with wide-open eyes 
and to realize that the most elo- 
quent and moving images are not 
always the sharpest. Photogra- 
phers have learned that a wide-

lifelessly sharp and waxy smooth, 
today imperfections—if indeed 
blur and off-focus images are im- 
perfections—are quite common. 
Even the glossy perfectionism 
that marked American movies for 
decades is giving way to the im- 
perfections characteristic of reali- 
ty, thanks to the documentary in- 
fluence of European films. 
Perfection may seem to be an 
admirable goal, but too many per- 
fectionists tend to grow ulcers, 
while producing fine prints that 
do nothing but conceal the poverty 
of life and imagination beneath 
the slick surface of the image. 
This is in praise of freedom, of 
resiliency, of responsive reflexes, 
of photography alive and aware 
that its contact with life is direct 
and instantaneous. It is not an 
attack on technical proficiency, but 
only on technique as an end in 
itself, and it is written in the hope 
that as equipment and materials 
continue to improve, more photog- 
raphers will, like Gene Smith, ap- 
proach unattainable perfection 
without losing contact with life.

hat accounts for the continuing popularity of the 

twin-lens camera, despite the spectacular postwar 
growth of that mighty midget, the 35-mm? Why does 
the dual-lens system appeal to so many photographers, 
amateur and professional alike? The reasons are easy 
to find. For cameramen who like a groundglass but 
want something lighter than the view camera, the twin- 
lens reflex offers a groundglass. For those who want a 
light, compact, reasonably fast camera, yet using a 
negative larger than 35 mm, the handy reflex is the 
answer. Amateurs who want a roll-film camera with 
more control over focusing and composition turn to 
the twin-lens reflex. Professionals find that it is an 
excellent instrument for general use where neither the 
extreme detail of the large camera nor the extreme 
speed of the 35-mm is needed. In short, it provides a 
virtually unmatched combination of features found in- 
dividually in other cameras, collectively only in one. 

The first modern twin-lens reflex was introduced in 
1928 by the German firm of Franke and Heidecke, 
srunswick. They had been making stereo cameras 
using reflex finders since 1920 and developed the pre- 
cise manufacturing methods needed for the successful 
production of miniature reflex cameras. That first 
camera, the Rolleiflex, was the prototype of literally 
millions of descendants all over the world. 

The popularity of the twin-lens reflex grew apace 
during the late thirties, and the camera became the 
mainstay of many magazine and fashion photogra- 
phers. It was easier to get good prints from a negative 
of six square inches than one of 114 square inches. 
Also, it was much easier to use a flash synchronizer 


with a Compur shutter on a Rolleiflex than a focal- 
plane shutter on a 35-mm camera. 

In recent years, the growth of available-light pho- 
tography (encouraged by such Princes of Darkness as 
Bob Schwalberg, Ed Feingersh, and others of that ilk) , 
the twin-lens reflex has lost some of its popularity com- 
pared with the 35-mm camera. Paradoxically, the re- 
flex is gaining new favor as a color camera with the 
35 being used for black-and-white work, a complete 
reversal of the prewar roles. Nevertheless, it is firmly 
established as the most useful general-purpose camera 
now on the market. 

After such sweeping assertions, it might be well to 
see just what this mechanical marvel is and what it 
offers. To the uninitiated, a twin-lens reflex looks like 
two cameras, one piled on top of the other. Actually, 
what we have is a pair of lenses, one for focusing, one 
for shooting, either mounted on the same focusing 
panel or coupled by interlocking gears. 

Reflex cameras are not new, of course. History books 
describe reflexes as early as the 1860s, when a man 
named Sutton used a mirror placed at a 45-degree angle 
to reflect the image upward onto the groundglass of a 
view camera for more comfortable, right-side-up view- 
ing. Since then, they have had a long and honorable 
history, first in the bulky plate models, later in roll 
and 35-mm film sizes. However, they have two dis- 
advantages when compared with their upstart cousin. 
First, when the lens of a single-lens reflex is stopped 
down, the image virtually disappears from view. Even 
under the most favorable conditions, using a ground-

Fritz Henle talks about 


COMPOSING 
IN THE 
SQUARE 
FORMAT 


a 


A master of twin-lens-reflex photography takes full advantage of the ‘large’ 


negative, arranging his picture to fill the whole groundglass image area 








A vast majority of today's 120 roll- 

film cameras are designed to take 
square pictures. For a few photograph- 
ers this is a disadvantage so serious that 
they will not use a 120 camera. Some use 
it, but with misgivings. But for a great 
many more, the square format is a posi- 
tive advantage that lends versatility to 
all kinds of photography. One of these 
is Fritz Henle, who has become so iden- 
tified with a particular twin-lens reflex 
during the past quarter of a century that 
he has earned the unofficial title of “Mr. 
Rollei.” 

Fritz’s devotion to his favorite camera 
dates back to pre-Rollei days, when he 
worked for an art historian in Italy, 
using an 11X14 view camera and filling 
its groundglass with meticulous care be- 
fore every exposure. It’s quite a jump 
from that behemoth to the compact 
Rolleiflex, but the discipline of filling 
the whole frame has remained, and it 
gives him the advantage of the “large” 
negative’s relative freedom from grain 
and unsharpness. Henle composes quick- 
ly and surely on the 2l4x2l4-inch 
groundglass, moving forward or back- 
ward, changing camera angle, to utilize 
every fraction of a square inch. This 
doesn’t mean at all that most of his 
pictures are square, but if he wants a 
horizontal he will fill the frame from left 
to right, if the subject is vertical he will 
fill it from top to bottom—so there is a 
minimum of waste space. A look at one 
of his contact sheets demonstrates how 
this “tight” approach to composition 
often eliminates all need for cropping. 

Addressing the amateur in his recent 
book (Fritz Henle’s Guide to Rollei 
Photography, Studio-Crowell, $6.75), 
Henle approaches the subject this way: 
“You must teach yourself to see the 
qualities of a scene as you look into the 
groundglass. This little square of glass is 
the key to good photography. Learn to 
see what is really there: the subject, the 
light effects, and everything that is in- 
cluded from corner to corner. All must 
work for you in the final picture. You 
must see everything that is there, and 
frame in the groundglass only the parts 
that form a little unified world to tell 
your story... . You may plan, as you 
work, for a vertical or horizontal print. 
The square shape of the Rollei ground- 
glass lets you see which effect is better 
and you may plan to trim the print one 
way or the other. Do not be afraid of 
the square shape. It is very often excel- 
lent without any cropping at all.” 

The four examples we reproduce here 
show how Henle makes the square for- 
mat of the twin-lens reflex work consis- 
tently to his advantage.—m 





Filling the frame each time he shoots, Henle seldom needs to 
crop drastically. Here is a contact sheet from an assignment at an 
oil refinery in Louisiana, and an enlargement of one frame from it. 
This picture won two first prizes in industrial-photo exhibitions. 


PICTURES continued 
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in a Paris park, Henle found this perfect 
bit of unconscious imitation and preserved 
it forever with his Rolleiflex. This was a 
typical case in which the subject happened 
to fit the square format ideally: the length 
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of the statue’s base is about the same as 
the distance from the figure’s head to the 
chair legs, and no cropping was needed. For 
candid shooting, Henle sometimes turns to 
one side, sighting his subject at right angles. 








Vertical cropping was suited to 
this shot of an eagle, made by Henle 
at an art school in Colorado. The 
composition was previsualized as it 
appears in the final print. He cen- 
tered the bird on the groundglass, 
mentally disregarding the side areas. 


Horizontal cropping lent much 
strength to this early-morning pic- 
ture made on a Wyoming ranch. 
Framing was dictated by the roof 
and posts. To see what excessive 
cropping would do, mask off lower 
one-fourth of the picture, and note 
how much of its impact disappears.

A beach camera can be as refreshing in terms of 
photography as a dip in the cool surf is on a hot day. 
The simplicity of most box cameras allows the photog- 
rapher to forget about shutter speeds, aperture settings, 
and all other devices on expensive cameras, and to go 
ahead and get good pictures with a minimum of fuss. 

The box camera can be tossed on a blanket without 
breaking, and you won't worry about sand being sprayed 
over it. It can take all kind of punishment and misuse, 
and still come up with good pictures. The high-priced 
camera can’t stand salt water, sand in its gears, or bumps. 

Nature has provided plenty of sunlight, and box- 


camera shutter speeds provide you with fast enough 
speeds to stop most beach action, so there are really 
few limitations as far as shooting is concerned. In fact, 
if you want to go under water, you can risk a box 
camera in a few low-priced underwater housings that 
are now on the market. 

There are all types of simple cameras available, and 
just about every kind of film you might want to use. 
And once you have your color or black-and-white, you 
can use it for projection or printing with usually a 
minimum of distortion. In fact, the photographs on 
this page were enlarged to fine 11x14 prints, as good 
as many prints we have seen made by more expensive 
cameras. So, don’t play safe by leaving your good cam- 
era home and not taking beach pictures, get yourself 
a beach camera for summer-long shooting.

Ocean's spray can harm both the outside and inner parts of ex- 
pensive cameras.

S ince the introduction of Kodacolor 
CU film a little more than a year ago, 
professionals and amateurs all across the 
nation have discovered and acclaimed 
the fine quality of the low-cost color 
prints it can produce. Laboratories have 
come close to perfection in making en- 
largements on Kodak's companion Type 
C paper, and these are setting a new pace 
in the graphic arts and advertising in- 
dustries. But by far the widest use of 
Kodacolor CU has been by amateurs 
who depend for their processing on the 
manufacturer's lab service provided 
through retail outlets. Kodak’s automatic 
printing machinery, now also in use by 
other labs, “studies” each color negative 
to determine what compensation must 
be used for proper balance in the print- 
ing (see PopULAR PHoToGRapPHy, April, 
1956) . And automation, in this instance, 
is producing results to match the skill 
of a capable technician. 

Kodacolor CU has of course been 
available all this time in Canada too, 
and one of the Canadian amateurs who 
have been impressed and pleased with 
the quality of the material is Pierre La- 
marre, a display man by trade, who lives 
in Montreal. From a portfolio of his 
oversize-contact color prints, we have se- 
lected the seven on the opposite page. 
They are accompanied by brief descrip- 
tions and technical data in the caption.

Is there a secret to the consistent qual- 
ity of Lamarre’s Kodacolor pictures? If 
so, it is the same “secret” that leads to 
success in other kinds of photography: 
get to know the material intimately, and 
use it with meticulous care. Lamarre has 
been taking pictures for about ten years, 
and has obviously mastered such funda- 
mentals as exposure and lighting; they 
serve him well in these seven pictures 
and in the scores of others in his files. 

Color film offers much less margin for 
error in exposure than black-and-white, 
and Kodacolor CU is no exception. It is 
instructive to observe that in every case 
here, Lamarre’s exposures match those 
suggested for comparable situations and 
subject matter in the manufacturer's 
leaflet enclosed with every roll of film. 
He uses an exposure meter, drawing on 
his experience and common sense in in- 
terpreting its readings. (For tips on this, 
see Your Meter Can’t Think, June, 
1957-) On this page there is a basic ex- 
posure table adapted from the Kodak 






double portrait, made by window light 
with a white-cardboard reflector for fill- 
in and Skylight filter to reduce blueness ; 
exposure: 1/60 second, f/3.5. 6 This col- 
orful abstraction was made on an over- 
cast morning in April; the rather poor 
light necessitated an exposure of 1/60 
second, f/4.5. 7 At noon on a winter day, 
Lamarre photographed part of a sign in 
the Montreal Botanical Gardens, at 1/60 
second, f/8.

leaflet. Further suggestions it offers: Ex- 
pose in sunlight from two hours after 
sunrise until two hours before sunset. For 
best results, the sun should be shining 
directly on the front of the subject. With 
side- or backlighted subjects, lighten 
shadows with blue-coated flash or a re- 
flector (as Lamarre did in the picture of 
the two children). During the winter 
months, use aperture one stop larger. 
The instruction sheet also provides ta- 
bles for using flash and flood. 

Lamarre’s camera is a Rolleicord, and 
he has simplified his technique by shoot- 
ing wherever possible at fixed shutter 
speeds—in this case 1/60 and 1/125 sec- 
ond—and varying his aperture for cor- 
rect exposure. The pictures numbered 
2 and g were shot at the faster speed, 
in the first case to reduce the amount of 
light reflected by the snow, and in the 
second to arrest most of the motion of 
the clotheslines. In picture 5, where a 
fast shutter would have been desirable, 
the available light did not permit it.—f

W.. do I use a 2144x244 camera ex- 
clusively in my work with children? I'll 
admit it might look a little more “pro- 
fessional” to hire a porter when I go 
out on location to lug along a few car- 
rying cases, a generator, and a pneumat- 
ic tripod, but my assistant is either my 
nine-year-old son, who hops and jumps, 
but never walks, or one of my two slight- 
ly temperamental teen-age daughters. 
Our combined physical forces could not 
cope with heavy, cumbersome equipment 
in the inaccessible spots I discover as 
perfect locations for shooting pictures of 
children. 

Over hill, over dale, over stone walls, 
sometimes up trees we go. Our young 
subjects are delighted with the outing; 
the photographer and assistant are 
slightly breathless but confident our ses- 
sion will be a success. We arrive at our 
destination looking more like glorified 
baby-sitters than a photographic team 
—our equipment consisting of one shoul- 
der bag containing a Rollei and Ciroflex,

DIFFUSION 


ike many others, I have lately been trying to 
achieve in my photography effective representations 
of feelings and moods rather than mere facts and par- 
ticulars. Feelings and moods are especially impor- 
tant when the subject matter involves such intangi- 
bles as, for instance, the psychological relationship 
between a parent and a child or between a man 
and a woman. In the course of working out these 
illustration problems, I have used familiar photo- 
graphic means such as excessively dark prints, inten- 
tionally prominent grain, very shallow depth of field, 
and the standard soft-focus lenses and attachments. 
But no one of these means alone proved adequate for 
certain problems and it was entirely by accident that 
I discovered what was for me a new way of achieving 
a kind of soft focus which lends itself well to combina- 
tion with other techniques. 

The “discovery” came one day when I was using 
my Hasselblad and needed a soft-focus lens urgently. 
The soft-focus lens I did have is designed for a large 
studio camera and so it couldn't be used. I tried the 
standard means of diffusion, such as gratings, cheese- 
cloth, crinkled cellophane, and even held a Rollei dif- 
fusion disk in front of the lens. None of these devices 
produced the soft-focus quality I needed for that par- 
ticular sitting and as a last resort I unscrewed the front 
element of the lens and breathed on it, then replaced 
it before the condensation evaporated. The misty 
quality was exactly what I had sought in order to 
obliterate superfluous detail in mood photographs. 

On lenses that do not disassemble readily, I achieve 
the same result by breathing on a light-yellow or an 
ultraviolet filter. The length of time that the con- 
densation will remain effective depends on the 
humidity of the air and the tightness with which the 
filter fits over the lens. 


Since this diffusion effect is so dependent on ques- 
tions of humidity, condensation, etc., the 24x24 
single-lens-reflex camera is especially adaptable. With 
a twin-lens reflex, both viewing and taking lens may be 
breathed on to measure the effect before shooting.—™

In scenes where extreme contrast exists and there is no 
way to control the situation, overexposure and under- 
development will often conquer contrast. Seascape (left 
picture) would have looked like this under normal expo- 
sure and development, but by overexposing three times 
and underdeveloping thirty percent, contrast was cut.

A report on the big WASHINGTON SHOW 


The first international photographic exposition 


was the biggest ever held in the U.S.A. 


Bae last March six major trade and 
professional associations joined forces 
in Washington, D. C., to stage the Second 
Biennial International Photographic Ex- 
position, first of its kind to be held on 
this side of the Atlantic. More than 
75,000 persons—members of the partici- 
pating organizations, photographers, deal- 
ers, and just plain camera fans—piled 
into the big National Guard Armory to 
see what new wonders the manufacturers 
of 9 nations had dreamed up for world 
photo markets in 1957. 

The exposition, also referred to in press 
releases as IPEX and World’s Fair of 
Photography, was in fact the biggest and 
most impressive trade show ever held in 
this country. The 30 acres of floor space 
housed 261 exhibits, 84 of them 
Europe, Asia, and Australia. 
The main floor presented an 
airy spectacle of Mondrian-like 
skeletal structures supporting 
panels of pictures in such a 
way that one supposed there 
had been a ban on walls. 

It was possible to look in any 
direction without ever having 
one’s view obstructed by any- 
thing but vertical and horizon- 
tal framework and picture pan- 


from 


els in a variety of sizes and 
shapes. Central to all this was 
the Theme Center, a huge open 
structure surmounting an in- 
door landscaped garden com- 
plete with blooming trees and 
flowers, lawns, terraces, and a 
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waterfall. Rigged to this structure, and 
visible from all sides, were mural-size 
prints and transparencies by such famous 
photographers as Philippe Halsman, 
Charles Kerlee, Yale Joel, Ansel Adams, 
Tana Hoban, Glen Fishback, and Brett 
Weston, among others. This Theme Cen- 
ter faced the main entrance and led into 
the big two-storied traditionally yellow 
Kodak exhibit, largest in the show. 

All the big names in the industry, with 
the conspicuous exception of Polaroid, 
were to be found on the main floor, in- 
cluding two very striking exhibits by 
the French and West German manufac- 
turers and a smaller one by the Japanese. 

Yes IPEX was big, impressive and 
beautiful, in spite of the bargain base- 
ment atmosphere of the lower floor, which

was jammed with small booths. Following 
close upon last year’s Photokina, compari- 
son with the huge Cologne biennial was 
inevitable. Actually there was nothing to 
compare other than perhaps 15 or 20 indi- 
vidual exhibits which stacked up favor- 
ably with some of the best ones in West 
Germany. Photokina was much bigger 
(probably three times as large) and far 
more impressive, particularly from the 
cultural standpoint. 

The entrepreneurs of Photokina had a 
high respect for the importance of photog- 
raphy as an art and craft as well as an 
industry. They never for a moment lost 
sight of the ends for which the commer- 
cial products were manufactured. Photo- 
kina exhibited photographs lavishly and 
with respect for the dignity of photogra- 

phers as creative men and 
women. At Photokina photog- 
raphers were important. IPEX 
exhibited photographs with al- 
most total disregard for their 
importance. There were close 
to 20 separate photo exhibits 
but they were pushed into odd 
corners, hung on badly lighted 
panels, and large exhibits were 
broken up in arbitrarily far- 
scattered sections without re- 
spect to their continuity or 
design. 

At IPEX the best picture dis- 
plays were part of the com- 
mercial exhibits such as those 
at the German Industry ex-

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PRODUCT DEVELOPMENTS 


oo the standpoint of trade and prod- 


uct news, the 1957 IPEX Show was 
one of the greatest and most productive 
in the entire history of American photo- 
graphic expositions. It included more ex- 
hibitors than any single MPDFA, PA of 
A, or combined trade show in the past 
more than 250 individual concerns. And 
the format of the exhibits on the theme 
center floor of the Washington National 
Guard armory was more luxurious and 
expansive than anything we had ever 
seen before in this country—at Chicago, 
Cleveland, Buffalo, Atlantic City, St 
Louis, or New York. Yet it was in no way 
as lavish as the 1956 Photokina trade 
show in Cologne, which we reported in 
meticulous detail in the January 1957 is- 
sue of Poputar PuotocrapHy. This was 
just as well for our three-man reportorial 
staff (Norman Lipton, Bob Schwalberg, 
and Harry Martin), for no exhibit was 
more than three minutes’ walking dis- 
tance from any point in the armory, even 
on the most crowded public afternoon. 

What was the most exciting and talked 
about revelation at IPEX? Unquestion- 
ably, Super Anscochrome color film with 
its unprecedented daylight exposure in- 
dex of 100 (ASA-equivalent). Which 
trend stood out above all others? Again, 
there was no doubt or question—it was 
color photography in all its manifesta- 
tions. 

What were some of the more note- 
worthy news developments? Kodak’s for- 
mal announcement of the world’s fastest 
film—Royal-X Pan sheet film, with an 
exposure index of 650 ASA which can be 
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pushed as high as 8,000 with special proc- 
essing ... the announced return of Agfa 
to the American market with a full line 
of films, cameras, and accessories . . . the 
slick display of the French manufacturing 
group, endeavoring to attract American 
importers ...a new 4x4 “baby” Rollei- 
flex with Deckel LVS shutter system and 
other advanced refinements, loading 127 
roll film to produce color slides without 
cropping in the 38x38-mm “super-slide” 
format ... Kodak’s new Polycontrast and 
Polycontrast Rapid printing papers which 
produce a complete range of contrasts on 
a single sheet of material by filtering the 
printing light—vigorous competition for 
Du Pont Varigam and Ilford Multigrade 
which were earlier on the scene .. . joint 
announcement of the Realist 620 and An- 
sco Dualet 24%4x2%4 slide projectors priced 
at $39.95 with a calculating eye on the 
mass color roll-film market . debut of 
the Nikon Electric Camera (Model S-2E) 
operating at a rate of between 2 and 3 
exposures per second on six penlite bat- 
teries the flat, lightweight Idealite 
transparency viewer .. . anew model of 
the 35-mm Konica III camera, the first 
Japanese import to incorporate an ex- 
posure-value shutter with coupled shutter 
speed and lens diaphragm controls. 
Obviously, there isn’t space in this issue 
to go into the details of the several hun- 
dred odd products introduced to the 
American market and channeled to the 
nation’s dealers at the Washington ex- 
position. Some of them were covered in 
our report on the 1956 Photokina trade 
show last January; others in our IPEX 
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preview in the May issue of PopuLar PHo 
TOGRAPHY, and others still in featurettes 
last month (June). 


TRENDS 


Besides the unbridled expansion of 
color photography in every conceivable 
direction, a number of other interesting 
trends were apparent in the profusion of 
new products introduced at the show 
Among them were: (1) A boom in 8-mm 
movie equipment with a definite swing 
toward the automation and simplification 
of exposure controls; (2) streamlining of 
flash equipment, both electronic-flash and 
expendable photoflash units; (3) a steady 
influx of German camera equipment with 
built-in exposure meters, coupled light- 
value shutters and interchangeable lenses 
and front-lens elements—originally intro- 
duced at the 1956 Photokina; (4) Japa- 
nese expansion in the high- and medium- 
price camera fields; (5) a concerted effort 
by French camera and lens manufactur- 
ers to break into the American market; 
(6) the entry of 127 roll film as a medium 
for color as well as black-and-white pho- 
tography, and (7) the coming-of-age of 
120 roll film and 2%x2%4 equipment for 
color-slide presentation. 

There was a scattering of new stereo 
attachments and devices introduced at 
IPEX, but to all intents and purposes, the 
boom in 3-D is over, and the only encour- 
aging sign in this direction is the continu- 
ing reports of good business by stereo 
slide-binding service organizations 
slide-mount manufacturers.

Color 

This trend was evident in many differ- 
ent forms. To begin with, there was Super 
Anscochrome, the world’s fastest color 
film, a reversal-type direct-transparency 
material presently available in daylight- 
type 120 rolls only. Then, there were two 
new important color-negative films—Ko- 
dak Ektacolor Film SO 1185 in 100-foot 
35-mm and 70-mm rolls, and Agfa CN 17, 
a universal-type material in 35-mm and 
120 rolls, the Agfa product intended for 
making color transparencies and color 
prints as well as black-and-white prints 
and enlargements. (Until now, 35-mm has 
been all but neglected in the color-nega- 
tive boom.) A second Agfacolor material 

CU 18, a direct-transparency film with 
an exposure index of 40 and improved 
sharpness and color saturation—was also 
introduced in 35-mm and 120 rolls. Both 
will be distributed and processed by the 
new American importing firm, Agfa Pho- 
to, Inc., New York City. 

What might be termed a trend within 
a trend was evident in the adoption by 
Kodak and other manufacturers of the 
so-called “super-slide” color-transpar- 
ency format (38x38-mm or 15 inches 
square) introduced by New York Rollei 
camera importers, Burleigh Brooks, two 
years ago. There were Kodak’s new 
Brownie Starflex and Starflash cameras 
at $8.95 and $9.95 respectively, designed 
to produce 15-inch-square negatives 
(color or black-and-white) or positive 
color transparencies without cropping, on 
127 rollfilm. Kodak also introduced a 
new 127 Kodak Ektachrome roll for ex- 
posing direct-color transparencies in these 
cameras, plus the new Kodak 300 Projec- 
tor which handles 38x38-mm, Super-slides 
and Bantam, and 35-mm slides with equal 
brilliance and with no change in the con- 
denser system. Also in line with the de- 
velopment was the introduction of a new 
small Rolleiflex 4x4 camera taking 127 
roll film, plus a variety of projectors and 
slide viewers designed or modified to ac- 
commodate 38x38-mm Super-slides. 

A thin, cool, lightweight color-trans- 
parency viewer based on a new light-re- 
flection principle and utilizing a thin flu- 
orescent tube was unveiled at the Show, 
the Idealite (fully described in the June 
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issue of PopuLark PHoToGRAPHY); also a 
new Kodak DeLuxe Transparency Illu- 
minator, Model 2, which uses a 75-watt in- 
candescent bulb and a newly developed 
blue-glass filter behind its white trans- 
lucent 10x10-inch viewing surface. Final- 
ly, there was the joint unveiling by David 
White Instrument Co. of Milwaukee and 
by Ansco of a radically new low-silhou- 
ette $39.95 slide projector for 2%-inch- 
square and smaller transparencies, em- 
ploying for the first time the new horizon- 
tal-burning projection lamps recently per- 
fected by G-E and Sylvania. The two 
units differ only in color and name, the 
former being known as the Realist 620 
and the latter the Ansco Dualet. (An ex- 
tensive preview of the Realist 620 ap- 
peared in the May issue of PopuLar PxHo- 
TOGRAPHY.) These projectors, with their 
low cost, attractive styling and high pro- 
jection efficiency should go a long way 
toward popularizing the long-neglect- 
ed full-frame 214x214-inch transparency 
among users of inexpensive 120 roll-film 
cameras as well as more-advanced cam 
era equipment. 


Movie Automation 

What might possibly have been one of 
the most compelling hits of the show—the 
long-rumored Revere Eyematic 8 movie 
camera—remained in the “teaser” stage 
A fixed-lens prototype model of this cam- 
era was shown and demonstrated with 
no indication of price or availability date 
given. The photoelectric “seeing eye” of 
this camera immediately and continuous- 
ly adjusts the lens diaphragm as the bril- 
liance of the light reflected by the subject 
varies. There are no batteries or other 
auxiliary power sources, the power for

the lens adjustments being drawn from 
the spring motor that drives the film 
through the camera . . . However, a modi- 
fied version of this type of camera was 
offered for export to the United States 
by H. R. Tremaud of Paris, exclusive 
agents for the manufacturer, P. Leveque 
—the L.D. 8 Automatic Camera, equipped 
with 12.5 Cinor SOM Berthiot f/1.9 lens. 
Here too, the power of the film drive 
spring motor is tapped for the lens-dia- 
phragm adjustment, actuated by a trigger 
on the camera’s pistol-grip Handle. A 
special grid corresponding to the speed 
of the film in the camera is placed in front 
of the photocell before the camera is 
used. Its price should be about $150. 
Keystone, collaborating with Elgeet 
Optical Company of Rochester, N. Y., of- 
fered a semiautomatic 8-mm_ roll-film 
movie comera calibrated for film speeds 
of 10 and 16—the K-25 AX Capri, priced 
at $89.95. Here, the user visually aligns 
a manually adjusted needle geared to the 
lens diaphragm control with a needle 
whose position varies with the brilliance 
of the light reflected by the subject. The 
semiautomataic 13-mm f/1.9 fixed-focus 
lens and photoelectric cell unit can be 
interchanged with conventional lenses. 
(Elgeet is planning to market the 
lens-photocell-viewfinder unit separately 
through camera stores for use with most 
standard 8-mm “D” mount movie cameras 
under the name “Auto-Ex,” at $49.50.) 
Two new imports of the semiautomatic 
type were introduced at the show—the 
Bauer 88E, with a focusing mount adjust- 
able to 8 inches, similar in all other re- 
spects to the nonfocusing semiautomatic 
Bauer 88B camera (Intercontinental Mar- 
(Continued on page 132)

Cameras (other than "35") 

The new Automatic Rolleiflex 4x4, with 
60-mm f/3.5 Schneider taking lens, is an 
up-to-date version of a once-popular pre- 
war model which also loaded No. 127 
(vestpocket size) roll film. It is finished 
in two-tone gray in an apparent bid for 
the distaff trade. It features simplified 
drop-in film loading with a swing-out 
take-up spool, LVS shutter with coupled 
lens aperture and shutter-speed controls, 
a full-condenser-illuminated groundglass 
screen with an f/2.8 finder lens that 
quickly breaks the definition of out-of- 
focus objects in the field to be photo- 
graphed. A new rigid ready case is fur- 
nished with the Rolleiflex 4x4 camera, 
which is priced at $133.65 ($15.85 addi- 
tional for the case, neck strap, and cable 
release). 

Konica’s new motorized aerial and 
sports camera referred to in our roundup 
of the Japanese expansion trend has one 
of the most comfortable carved wooden 
hand grips ever furnished on a camera. 
The rigid camera weighs only four pounds 4 

and takes 120 roll film, which can be ‘ 127 Nikor Developing Reel 
Novofiex Telephoto Lens speedily preloaded on auxiliary inter- Wide-spaced spirals tor ges egitat 
changeable backs. Shutter speeds from 
1/50 to 1/400 second (X-synchronization) 
and click stops from f/3.5 to f/22 are pro- 
vided; focusing from 6 feet to infinity is 
by scale only. The release button has to 
be pressed for each successive shot; the 
spring-motor drive advances the film and 
cocks the shutter automatically. A carry- 
ing case and three filters, are included in 
the $650 list price, with a choice of either 
an 85-mm f/3.5 Hexanon or 135-mm {f/3.5 
Tele Hexanon lens. 

Zeiss’ Ikofiex Favorit is a fully automatic 
6x6 twin-lens-reflex camera equipped 
with 75-mm f/3.5 Tessar lens—at $209. It 
features a built-in exposure meter with 
a needle indicating Deckel exposure val- 
ues (LVS) on the groundglass focusing 
screen; LVS shutter with coupled shutter- 
speed and lens-aperture controls, of 
course. .. . The Zeiss Super Ikonta IV, 
at $135, brings the LVS system and built- 
in (uncoupled) exposure meter calibrated 
in light values into the 120 folding roll- 
film-camera system. With the debut of 
this camera, which has a 75-mm f/3.5 
Tessar lens in MXV _ Synchro-Compur 
shutter, all earlier models of the Super 
Kodak Brownie Starflash Camera Ikonta, except III, have been discontinued. Kodak 300 Slide Projector 
Sor eclar andl Utusan T22 rolitiin The Agfa Automatic 66 with its fully Psteig gaia Wmrincytnd psn 

automatic photoelectric-cell-controlled F “re Yeah ea 
shutter-speed mechanism, reviewed last 
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January in our Photokina report, at- 
tracted as much interest at Washington 
as at Cologne last year. The estimated 
list price will be in the neighborhood of 
$220 when this super deluxe 120 roll-film 
camera (with 75-mm f/3.5, 4-element Agfa 
Color Solinar lens) reaches the market 
later in 1957. . ..Two Linholf large-camera 
offerings (both introduced at Photok'na) 
also made their U.S. debuts at IPEX—the 
2144x34% Technika Press 23 featuring an 
“anatomical” hand grip and all manner of 
film accessories, and the Kardan 5x7 and 
8x10 Color Cameras (a veritable camera 
on an optical bench), reported in consid- 
erable detail in T&T last month (June). 

New low-cost twin-lens-reflex cameras 
of Japanese origin which made their en- 
tries here were the Metascoflex Model II 
at $49.95 (Voss Photo) w-th semiauto- 
matic film counter and indicator and 
speeds from 1 second to 1/300 and the 
Yashica-Mat, a fully automatic crank- 
operated model with 9 speed settings to 
1/500 second with M and X synchroniza- 
tion at $75.50 (case $10 extra). 

Of the two new Kodak Brownie Star 
cameras loading 127 roll film, the Star- 
flesh at $8.50 comes with a built-in Flash- 
holder for popular midget lamps and 
eye-level finder, while the Starflex at 
$3.95 comes with a hooded waist-level 
finder that shows the picture the exact 
size of the film image. Both cameras have 
an automatic shutter-cocking mechanism 
that operates when the film is advanced 
and both have double-exposure-preven- 
tion guards. In each case the shutter can 
be varied for correct sunlight exposure 
with color (daylight-type Ektachrome) 
and black-and-white film (Kodak Veri- 
chrome Pan). The Kodalite Midget Flash- 
holder which attaches directly to the 
Starflex is priced at $3.50. 

And far down at the low-dimension end 
of the format scale is an interesting little 
subminiature—the Minolta 16, distributed 
exclusively by FR, New York. Priced at 
$39.95 (including ready case, hand strap, 
close-up lens, and K2 filter), the “16” has 
a range of shutter speeds from 1/25 to 
1/200 second, lens apertures from f/3.5 to 
f/11, daylight-loading cassette, automatic 
film advance and shutter-cocking mech- 
anism. 


Lenses 


A unique 4-way convertible telephoto 
lens was introduced by Voss Photo—the 
Dr. Weth Telestigmar—offering single 
lens-reflex camera users (also Leica and 
Contax with reflex housings) a choice of 
the following focal lengths: 175 mm 
(f/3.5), 225 mm (f4/5), and 250 mm (f/5), 
and 315 mm (f/6.3). The price is $225 plus 
$7 for a special sunshade and an addi- 
tional $30 for an eyepiece attachment and 
reversing prism which adapts the lens for 
use as a 40x telescope. Convertability is 
achieved by the single and combined use 
of three double-element lenses in the 
system. 

D. P. Bushnell introduced their new 
Bino-Foto Binocular with an accessory 
groundglass follow-focus eyepiece ($99.50 
for the binocular, plus $15 for the eye- 
piece). Framing grids for 35-mm cameras 
and for 8- and 16-mm movie cameras are 


engraved in the center of the large view- 
ing area. Adapters to align 35-mm and 
twin-lens-reflex cameras with the binoc- 
ular for telephotography are priced at 
$19.50; 8/16 movies, $24.50 . . . also the 
Bushnell Teledapter for aligning and sup- 
porting 35-mm, 2%4x2% reflex cameras 
and 8- and 16-mm cine cameras with the 
Bushnell Spacemaster telescope for tele- 
photography with effective focal lengths 
from 750 to 2,000 mm (described in detail 
in last month’s T&T department). 

The Novofiex follow-focus telephoto 
system (introduced at Photokina) featur- 
ing a gun-stock and trigger focusing 
mechanism made its U.S. debut through 
Royal Photo, New York—the seven units 
offered range in focal length from 240 mm 
(f/4.5) to 400 mm (f/5.6) with fittings for 
various single-lens-reflex cameras and 
Leicas and Contaxes with suitable reflex 
housings, priced from $249.50 to $279.50. 

A series of three fast (f/4.5) Goerz Tri- 
Color lenses for Type C color-print en- 
larging was unveiled by C. P. Goerz 
American Optical Company—color cor- 
rection claimed to approach that of well- 
known Goerz red-dot Artars used in 
many domestic lithographing and engrav- 
ing establishments. Five-inch focal length 
for 4x5 negatives is priced at $185; 7-inch 
for 5x7, $275; and 10-inch for 8x10, $365. 

Only une new Schneider lens was 
shown by Burleigh Brooks this year—a 
35-mm f/4 Radiogon wide-angle with a 
negative front meniscus element to per- 
mit sufficient clearance behind the lens 
mount for the mirrors of various single- 
lens-reflex cameras for which it is in- 
tended. However, Kodak announced a 
new faster front-lens component for the 
Kodak Retina IIc, IIIc and Reflex cameras 
—a Schneider-made 35-mm, f/4 Curtar— 
with a 38x55-degree angle of view, focus- 
ing from 2% feet to infinity. It is tenta- 
tively priced at $75 

C. A. Steinheil Optical Works of Mu- 
nich, manning their own booth at IPEX, 
shared with Argus the introduction of 
their new 50-mm f/1.9 high-speed Cinta- 
gon lens for the Argus C-44 interchange- 
able lens camera—a 6-element “Quinon” 
type lens claimed to produce excellent 
sharpness even when stopped down as far 
as {/22. Steinheil also announced their 
7T-element wide-angle 35-mm f/2.8 Auto 
Quinaron lens for the Exakta, with fully 
automatic diaphragm (manual operation 
is also possible). The lens covers a 62- 
degree angle and a click-stop distance 
scale permits focusing to as close as 9 
inches without extensions or adapters. 
Also seen at Washington, for the first 
time, was Steinheil’s Luminous View- 
finder for 35-mm cameras, supplied in 
models covering six focal lengths from 35 
to 135 mm, at $7.95 each. The picture area 
encompassed is enclosed in a luminous 
red frame. 


Shooting Accessories 


A new 10-sheet 4x5 “Kinematic” sheet- 
film magazine for spring-back view and 
press-type cameras was shown by the 
Harwald Corporation of Cleveland—at 
$22.95. A 2%4x3% model is promised in 
the near future. 

In the way of tripods, Paillard, Inc., 
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New York, Bolex importers, announced 
their appointment as U'S. distributors of 
Schiansky tripods (Munich)... . Quick- 
Set, Inc., showed a new deluxe model of 
the Whitehall Travelite with a crank- 
operated elevator post, at $23.95; also a 
pair of heavy-duty units for studio and 
industrial applications—the 22-pound Her- 
cules which extends to a height of 78 
inches, at $195, and a super-rugged pre- 
cisely geared and locked Gibraltar ex- 
tending to 96 inches, weighing 60 pounds 
and capable of supporting a maximum 
working load of 200 pounds, between $500 
and $600. . . . Ries Camera Co.,. Holly- 
wood, Calif., introduced a revolutionary 
smooth-operating pan-and-tilt head, the 
“Viscosi-Matic” with a tentative price tag 
of $93.75—loaded with professional opera- 
tion refinements. 

A new Japanese-made model of the 
Brockway incident-light exposure meter 
was introduced by the Brockway Camera 
Corporation, New York, featuring new 
LVS and Polaroid scales as well as a di- 
rect-reading scale for motion-picture work 
—at $29.50; also, the new Sekonic L-21 
meter with a built-in booster cell which 
is actuated by shifting the position of the 
calculator scale, at $14.95 (with case, in- 
cident-light attachment, and cord). The 
new Sekonic mode! has ASA film-speed 
settings from 6 to 6400, LVS from 2 to 18, 
plus Polaroid and movie frames-per-sec- 
ond scales. It has a clear transparent plas- 
tic top permitting readings to be made 
from front or back. 

The Walz Movie (exposure) Meter, a 
direct-reading Japanese import calibrated 
for use with simple 16-fps cine cameras 
with any of three popular color materials 
—daylight-type Kodachrome, Type A Ko- 
dachrome, or Anscochrome Daylight film 
—was introduced by U.S. Photo Supply, 
Washington, D.C.—at $5.95 (plus $1.35 for 
a leather case). An inexpensive color- 
temperature meter, the Walz Color Meter 
($39.95 complete with case and hand 
strap) was also shown. This unit meas- 
ures the effective illumination in Kelvin 
degrees and indicates Kodak and Walz 
light-balancing or conversion filters that 
will balance the light source to the color 
film to be exposed. 

Kling Photo introduced the new Gossen 
Sixticolor meter (a 1956 Photokina prod- 
uct) to the U.S. market, at $39.95 (de- 
scribed in considerable detail in T&T last 
month—June). This unit reads the effec- 
tive color temperature of the light source 
in Kelvin degrees and also automatically 
indicates the value of decamired-cali- 
brated filters required to balance the illu- 
mination for any desired color film... . 
Kling also unveiled the Gossen L.V.-Six 
exposure meter at $17.95 which features 
a “color-finder” on the side of the instru- 
ment. Exposed to the existing illumina- 
tion, the finder which operates on a 
color-matching principle, indicates which 
blue or red decamired filter will balance 
the light source with daylight or tung- 
sten-color film. . . . The Gossen Sixtomat 
X3 exposure meter will soon have its 
color finder recalibrated from Kelvin de- 
grees to decamireds. 

Not to be overlooked as an exposure 
device is the Elwood Densitometer and 
Light Meter offered by Fotomatic Corp., 
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Indianapolis, at $118. Basically a densi- 
tometer with a sensitivity range across 
the entire visible spectrum, the instru- 
ment is fitted with a hood that permits 
its light-sensitive crystal to read the bril- 
liance (in terms of exposure) of small 
areas at a considerable distance from the 
reading point. 


PROCESSING EQUIPMENT 


The number of innovations in home- 
processing equipment at IPEX semed to 
reach an unprecedented low. Burleigh 
Brooks showed a new No. 127 Nikor 
tank reel with wide spiral spacing for 
nitrogen-burst agitation, coordinated with 
the current Super-slide boom (at $4.95). 
Ansco introduced a new 16-ounce Ansco- 
matic developing tank with self-loading 
reel and a thermometer, calibrated in 
Fahrenheit as well as Centigrade, built 
into its stirring rod—priced at $5.95; also 
a new 16-ounce kit of chemicals for proc- 
essing Anscochrome or Super Ansco- 
chrome film—at $1.80 . . . In the way of 
amateur enlargers, two noteworthy intro- 
ductions were the new Sun Ray Zenith 
35 at $64.50 without lens, a knockdown 
portable unit originally developed for the 
U.S. Army Signal Corps, and Kinder- 
mann’s Amato Sub-miniature enlarger 
(Voss Photo) at $49.50, specifically de- 
signed for Minox and 16-mm negatives; 
it comes complete with a 20-mm f/2.5 
Rodenstock enlarging lens . . . From the 
professional standpoint, the Durst Lab- 
orator 3S Color Enlarger (35-mm to 5x7 
inches) for three-color printing (imported 
by Hanimex U.S.A.) created consider- 
able interest. The complete system less 
lens, but including a registration kit, two 
sets of condensers, and all the necessary 
auxiliary equipment, costs a little less 
than $2,000. There was also much interest 
in Kodak’s new Elipton color enlarging 
system which has an unusual lamp-house 
design producing diffused illumination at 
an intensity level claimed to be two to 
three times greater than that formerly 
achieved with any enlarger. The reflector 
has an ellipsoidal contour and the lamp 
is placed at one end near the focus of 
the ellipsoid in a manner that distributes 
the light efficiently and uniformly. Chang- 
ing the lamp makes it possible to produce 
specular illumination five times more in- 
tense than the diffusion system. The sys- 
tem is being incorporated in a 4x5 auto- 
focus enlarger. A lamp-house kit will 
also be available for installation on vari- 
ous 5x7-inch Kodak professional enlarg- 
ers. A forced-air cooling system is utilized 
which keeps the temperature no higher 
than 15 degrees above that of the room 
in which the enlarger is used. 

In the way of enlarging accessories, 
Simmon Brothers previewed a masking 
negative carrier accommodating nega- 
tives from 4x5 inches all the way down 
to Minox subminiature format; also, a 
16x20 easel similar to their 11x14 model 
—prices unavailable . . . Aristo Grid 
Lamp Products introduced a new se- 
ries of Model B cold-light enlarging 
grids which are thermostatically con- 
trolled, need no warm-up period, and do 
not vary in intensity. They also demon- 
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cold-light source for Type C color print- 
making from color negatives. The lamp 
housing contains red, green, and blue 
grid lamps, each of which can be con- 
trolled in intensity by calibrated variable 
rheostats. Models are available for 4x5-, 
5x7-, and 8x10-inch enlargers at $485, $675, 
and $895 respectively Fotomatic 
Corp., Indianapolis, introduced the El- 
wood Densitometer and Light Meter at 
$118 suited for determining contact print- 
ing and enlarging times, for measuring 
contrast range, groundglass densities, and 
spot densities on photographic subjects 
by virtue of extremely high sensitivity 
and a very narrow acceptance angle . . 
The Vertoscope viewer which permits 
negatives up to 24%x3% inches to be 
viewed as positives was introduced to 
the American market by C. P. Goerz, 
New York—with a $7.50 price tag... 
The LogEtronics enlarger which dodges 
automatically and also automatically de- 
termines over-all exposure time by elec- 
tronic means was unveiled as a commer- 
cial product with a price tag of $10,775! 
... Kreonite, Inc., of Wichita, Kans., who 
introduced a corrosion-resistant line of 
glass-reinforced resin sinks several years 
ago, introduced a complete film- and co!- 
or-processing unit at the show consisting 
of sink, temperature-control and nitrogen- 
burst agitation facilities—a 10-foot unit at 
$710 and a 4-foot unit at $470. 


PROJECTION AND 
VIEWING EQUIPMENT 


Slide Projectors 

Most significant of the new projectors 
were the Realist 620, Ansco Dualet, and 
Kodak 300 referred to in the trend dis- 
cussion. The styling of the Kodak model 
approximates the low-silhouette stream- 
lining of the other two, yet it doesn’t 
utilize a horizontal burning lamp; it has 
instead a new short 300-watt vertically 
positioned projection lamp recently de- 
veloped by General Electric. It comes in 
two models—one with a rotary moving 
Kodak Readymatic slide changer at 
$59 50, and the other with a 36-slide Auto- 
matic Magazine Changer, at $69.50. 

Keystone came out with a complete 
line of 300- and 500-watt semiautomatic 
and fully automatic slide projectors for 
2x2-inch slides, in the wake of their re- 
cently acquiring the projector division of 
the American Optical Company. The 
semiautomatic K-300 and K-500 at $63.95 
and $89.95 have been restyled so that 
the projector is an integral part of the 
carrying case. The new fu'ly automatic 
units are the K-130 (300-watt) at $89.95 
and K-500D (500-watt) at $99.95—both 
operated by push button and equipped 
with a remote-control outlet to which a 
15-foot remote-control power unit, priced 
at $5.00, can be attached. The 500D can 
be equipped for an additional $10 with 
an auxiliary condenser permitting the use 
of 38x38-mm Super-slides without loss of 
brilliance at the outer margins. 

A new fully automatic Wollensak “815” 


projector was unveiled at the show—a 
500-watt model with a 5-inch f/3.5 Wol- 
lensak anastigmat lens equipped with an 
Iris-matic click-stop diaphragm control 
to improve the viewing qualities of over- 
exposed slides. Among the many other 
operating features are a set of seven 
36-slide magazine trays, built-in pointer, 
remote control, single-frame stereo slot, a 
self-contained viewing screen, and an ex- 
tra condenser lens to accommodate 38x38- 
mm Super-slides. 

The first German import with semiauto- 
matic magazine slide-feeding system was 
the Kindermann 300, distributed here by 
Voss Photo, to be sold between $114 and 
$115 . . . E. Leitz Inc., announced their 
new Predo SM 300 which features an 
anti-pop device, a vertical drop-in slide- 
feeding system and an automatic slide- 
focusing mechanism that accommodates 
glass- as well as cardboard-mounted 
slides without resetting. Models range 
in price from $120 to $147 depending upon 
the focal length and maximum aperture 
of the projection lens ordered. A semi- 
automatic magazine carrier system will 
soon be available for this projector . . . 
The Golde line of slide projectors and 
accessories turned up at IPEX in the 
Heiland booth along with an announce- 
ment that Minneapolis-Honeywell had re- 
cently acquired Golde and that this was 
a completely separate line from that 
manufactured by Honeywell under the 
Hei!and trade mark. Among the units 
shown were the new Golde Auto-Mark 
V, a completely automatic unit with built- 
in electric changer and 15-foot remote 
control, at $114.50. 

A completely integrated one-piece slide- 
sound unit was introduced by La Belle 
Industries, “Maestro II.” It consists of a 
vertically mounted two-speed, double- 
track tape recorder and control panel, 
manufactured by La Belle, coupled with 
a rapid-automatic 500-watt 2x2 slide pro- 
jector whose operation is controlled by 
“trip signals” on the tape track. Up to 
150 slides are accommodated in a single 
magazine load to permit a continuous 
automatic slide presentation for a full 
hour. The recorder can be used, if de- 
sired, as a standard tape recorder while 
the projector, mounted on top of the re- 
corder unit (total weight in carrying case, 
50 pounds), can also be operated sep- 
arately by remote control. The price 
will be less than $500. The unit will be 
available later as a playback machine 
without recording facilities for about $100 
less. 


Slide Viewers 

An impressive addition to the Opta Vue 
slide-display line was the Opta Vue 2% 
Custom Viewer introduced by Optics 
Manufacturing Corp. Operating on a-c 
as a table-supported rather than a hand- 
held viewer, the unit produces a brilli- 
antly iluminated enlarged picture image 
on a 20-square-inch screen. A built-in 
rheostat control permits the brilliance of 
the image to be adjusted for underex- 
posed as well as overexposed transparen- 
cies; and a special slide adapter is pro- 
vided to permit the insertion of 2x2 and 
Super-slides in the slide slot. The price

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35-mm at IPEX 
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hose of us who habitually cover 35-mm 

equipment at trade shows tend to the 
opinion that our colleagues whose beat 
ranges from tripods to tape recorders and 
an infrequent larger camera don’t really 
understand a shooting war. The 35-mm 
double-perforated tidal wave just keeps 
sweeping along and the cameras and 
lenses and gadgets and gizmos will soon 
require bigger and better exhibition halls. 

For the working photographic press 
at the IPEX whing-ding in Washington’s 
spacious National Guard Armory the 
merchandise consisted largely of old ac- 
quaintances from Photokina and after, 
which had long since been reduced to 
typescript. The newness lay largely in 
this being the first chance that dealers 
and public alike had to see and handle 
many recent offerings. Even so, there 
were a few noteworthy surprises. 

Only a spoilsport would deny that the 
35-mm sensation this time round was 
Nikon’s electrified sequence camera, the 
Model S-2E, which practically stole the 
show. Whole platoons of competitive sales 
people swarmed over to the Nippon Ko- 
gaku encampment to stare glassy-eyed 
as the Nikon boys pushed a button in the 
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back of what appeared to be a standard 
S-2 camera with an extra inch of under- 
carriage in which a small but faithful 
direct-current motor was banging off ex- 
posures, and resetting the shutter at the 
rate of two frames per second. If you 
wanted it faster, the Nikonman of the 
moment would fish a small flat metal 
package resembling a prewar hearing aid 
from some part of his person, slide the 
case open to reveal 6 ten-cent penlight 
batteries which supply the 9 volts that'll 
run the motor for more time than you 
can carry film, snap it shut, and plug 
the lightweight connector cord into a 
twin outlet on the other side. Without 
complaining, the big S-2E began hitting 
three frames per second, fast enough to 
expend a 36-exposure load in 12 seconds, 
according to rough calculations we were 
able to make at the scene. 

Other new Nikonery included a series 
of individual bright-frame finders for the 
35-, 50-, 81, 105-, and 135-mm focal lengths 
Internal parallax control causes the 
etched frames to rise or fall inside the 
little units, a great improvement over the 
tilting shoe of yore. Image size is 1:1, 
and brightness could probably be im- 
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proved only by removing the glass and 
squinting through the tube. A fantasti- 
cally small additional 35-mm viewfinder 
produces less image, but occupies enough 
less space to allow the case to close over 
it. Two Nikon lenses appeared in Leica 
mounts for the first time with fine-looking 
dead-black barrels and both the 35-mm 
f/1.8 and 50-mm f/1.1 Nikkors will prob- 
ably be available later in the summer. 
Speaking of Leica mounts, the people 
from Wetzlar exhibited the IIlg, latest 
camera to carry the screw-thread mount 
adopted over thirty years ago when it 
was decided that from the second model 
onward interchangeable lenses would be 
the thing. Lenswise there was the 50-mm 
f/28 Elmar, and something a bit more 
exciting which was surreptitiously passed 
around among the 35-happy press boys. 
The writing round the front flange laid 
to rest the hottest rumor of the past 
three or four MPDFA shows. The 90- 
mm f/2 Summicron had turned up as an 
impressive glass-and-brass reality. Well, 
there'll be new rumors. Availability, pric- 
ing, and other such hard facts were lack- 
ing, although it can’t be long now. All

Twin-Lens Reflex Ideal for Children 


laccessories, and a portable foil reflector. 
| Yes, I have a 4x5 camera (mostly “be- 
leause the editors prefer a large trans- 
lparency”) but it’s collecting dust in my 
|supply closet at the moment. How can 
lyou catch the spontaneity and exuber- 
jance of a small child, with a million 
|moving muscles, if you are rooted to the 
|spot by a large box on top of a tripod? 
|\Tripods, incidentally, were not made to 
perch precariously on the side of a hill 
and it takes steady nerves to hand-hold 
anything larger than a 24x24. 

I've tried squinting through a 35-mm 
rangefinder, but after consistently decap- 
itating my subjects, I gave up that idea, 
too. Besides, for 11x14 exhibition prints 
that small negative was not for me. 

My theory is that the camera should 
be the means to an end and not the 
end itself. If a photographer is “preoc- 
pe pees by mathematical equations, myri- 
jad camera adjustments, and complicated 
gadgets, the result might be unexciting. 
| With a 120 camera the photographer 
|has only to slip on a yellow filter and 
llens hood and the camera becomes a 
|part of him so he can concentrate his 
whole attention on creating the mood 
of the picture. Start fussing with the 
equipment and your subject will be tak- 
ing off for a more interesting adventure. 

A child photographer has to be first 
of all a kind of psychologist—he must 
be in control of the situation at all times, 
jnot snapping at random but only when 
and where the lighting, background, and 
composition contribute to the making of 
a good picture. I find little girls are 
easier to direct than little boys. Their 
interests are more passive. Nature is 
new and exciting and they are fascinated 
by everything that crawls or flies. Sug- 
gest to a little girl that she pick a flower, 
blow away the dandelion seeds, or look 
for a ladybug, and your picture is easy 
|with a 24%x2% camera. Maneuverability 
lis also of prime importance. To get ani- 
mation into a picture, the photographer 
and subject have to play the game whole- 
|heartedly. It would be difficult to “Drop 
dead!” at the command of a young cow- 
boy with anything larger than a 24x24 
in hand. The yellow filter and lens hood 
jare a must. They have protected my 
|lens from direct hits from a squirt gun 
land near misses of an eager baseball fan. 

For real action shots a Rollei is a 
natural. With a speed of 1/500 second 
I can catch a child running, skipping, or 
jumping by prefocusing on a spot and 
|snapping just when the child reaches the 
marked location. It is not even necessary 
to use this much speed for action mov- 
ing directly toward the camera. 

My specialty, however, is informal por- 
traits of children outdoors. Portraits 
rather than candid snapshots in that I 
|try for pleasing composition, carefully 
|selected backgrounds, and flattering light- 
jing conditions. Informal because I hope 
|to catch the child’s own special person- 
lality without the stiffness of a posed 
studio shot. 

I want to see my picture in the ground- 
glass, to compose it in the frame. With

waist-level viewing and the brilliant 
groundglass image of a 120 reflex camera 
you can see exactly what you are getting, 
even in the shade. It is not always pos- 
sible to fill the frame perfectly but judi- 
cious cropping can improve any errors 
in composition; your negative is large 
enough to allow for cropping. My most 
valuable tool in the final composition 
of the finished print is an inexpensive 
plastic “cropper.” 

“But your negative isn’t large enough 
for retouching,” some of my professional 
friends say. That is hardly a handicap 
when photographing children, as long as 
you do not encounter subjects with ado- 
lescent complexion problems. Actually, it 
makes a photographer more careful in 
his shooting if he knows he has no re- 
touching crutch to fall back on. Be sure 
the child’s hair is casual but just right; 
not slicked down but with no stray locks 
over the forehead. You automatically 
watch for details that might mar the 
final print. It’s also a good idea to brush 
out the inside of your camera with a lens 
brush whenever you change film out- 
doors, to be sure those impossible black 
spots don’t appear on your print. A clean, 
printable negative is our object. 

A good approach to child photography 
is to get down to the child’s level; not 
just mentally but I mean literally. The 
child would think you were slightly ri- 
diculous if you had to lie on your back 
squinting at him through a rangefinder, 
but you can sit on the ground with a 
reasonable amount of decorum, and put 
your reflex on the ground in front of 
you, without losing the rapport you have 
worked so hard to establish. 

This ground-level shooting emphasizes 
the thing I like most about shooting with 
a 2%4x2\% reflex. It gives you a feeling 
of close personal connection with your 
subject. You are aware only of what you 
see in the groundglass, of the mood you 
are striving for. Of course it’s easy, once 
the right moment has come, to catch that 
mood or that peak of action without tak- 
ing your eyes off the groundglass with 
the rapid film transport of the Automatic 
Rollei. Not a second is wasted. You can 
even focus without losing your image. 
The large focusing knob makes it easy 
to get just what you want. 

“I like everything sharp from fore- 
ground to background!—isn’t the short 
depth of field in a 120 camera a deter- 
rent?” I am asked. The answer is that 
with the new fast films you can have 
great depth of field by closing down your 
lens to a small f-stop, but as a rule I see 
no advantage in foreground-to-back- 
ground sharpness in this particular kind 
of work. For landscapes, yes, but for por- 
traits I feel that a sharp background 
tends to draw the eye away from the 
center of interest, the child. It is distract- 
ing to look beyond the subject. But by 
using a larger lens opening, focusing on 
the subject, and letting the background 
fall out of focus, impact is added to your 
picture. 

The Rollei’s critical lens brings out just 
what I want: sharp eyes, the most ex-

pressive part of a child’s features. If I 
want a soft picture, an ethereal feeling 
(only for females, please) I slip a Rollei 
No. 1 over the lens—astonishingly simple 
—but it produces dramatic results flat- 
tering to any age. 

Another attachment often neglected 
by users of 24x24 reflexes is the por- 
trait lens. It’s fun to move in close! From 
20 to 12 inches with Portra lens 2+ on 
the taking lens and 2+ lens combined 
with parallax correction on the viewing 
lens. Again, you see what you are actu- 
ally taking. This intimate view is an ex- 
citing part of portraiture—to catch the 
sparkle in the eyes, the shy smile, or 
whatever is the best feature of your par- 
ticular subject. Of course this rather 
casual approach to close-up photography 
has its drawbacks; you can expect to 
throw out a high percentage of shots 
(film is cheap compared to the energy 
and emotion expended during each ses- 
sion) and the extremely shallow depth 
of field makes sharp focusing difficult. I 
try to focus on the eyes. For me, if the 
eyes are sharp, the picture is successful. 
I defy anyone to measure with a ruler 
the distance from subject to camera lens 
for orthodox close-up photography unless 
the subject is a still life, and there is 
nothing still about my subjects! 

The camera I use for close-ups is a 
battered Ciroflex. It looks fairly respect- 
able with the addition of a little black 
shoe polish and dull-black paint to its 
worn parts. My husband presented it to 
me as a Christmas gift six years ago. 
With it I was lucky enough to win sev- 
eral national amateur contests, and then 
drifted into a career in professional pho- 
tography. I have often thought that he 
wished he had given me a pair of binoc- 
ulars instead. Aside from the fact that 
the groundglass of the Ciroflex is hazy 
with the accumulation of salt spray and 
hayseeds, the pictures that it turns out 
are still my favorites. 

Color is practical with a 24%4x2%4 cam- 
era too. You have the choice of the re- 
versal process from which positive prints 
are made or brilliant transparencies, 
small enough to be projected for home 
viewing but large enough to be accept- 
able to many editors. 

I'm glad I wasn’t asked to write about 
why I like a 120 camera in “25 words or 
less.” There are just too many reasons 
why I think this versatile camera is per- 
fect for shooting informal portraits o: 
children outdoors.—®

and surrounding area, plus one or more lively, curious 

youngsters, are enough material for several reels of film. 

Basically, there are two ways of approaching this and 
most similar situations: catch-as-catch-can or with iron-clad 
direction. Using the first method, the photographer depends 
on chance, anticipating the countryside behavior of children, 
and some fast foot work. His reward could be highly sensi- 
tive footage. Direction will produce more solid action per 
foot, but risks getting a stilted quality. What is there to 
shoot on a walk? Here are a few ideas: tree-climbing, flower- 
finding, butterfly-chasing, hide-and-seek in tall grass. 





FOUR > 


Birthday party. They write their own script and—because 
children get wrapped up in games, presents, and all that 
cake and ice cream—are a particularly good source of live- 
ly, spontaneous action. You'll know in advance pretty well 
what the order of activities will be so you can plan your shoot- 
ing and lighting to some extent. You may want to build a 
theme around one particular birthday present, getting a shot 
of the child’s initial delight and reaction to the gift, his eager- 
ness in trying it out immediately, and then following up with 
his later, more adept, enjoyment of it, thus making a little 
story of it all. The gift might be a sled, a rocking horse, a 
pair of skates, a catcher’s mitt, or a scale-model kit.

Hobbies. They’re as American as hot dogs and baseball 
and few households are without them. Youngsters will 
be especially proud and encouraged to have their hobbies, 
no matter how simple, filmed. Show the different stages 
of model-building or flower-growing (using the single-frame 
method, you can have a bud blossom before your eyes) or 
pan over several displayed collections—shells, models, stamps, 
coins, dolls, soldiers, ete. And have you thought of filming 
the steps in a do-it-your-self project involving the family? 
Whether it’s building a rowboat or adding a room to the 
vacation bungalow, shots of the family at work, demonstrating 
what they can accomplish, will give you satisfying footage.

Evening at home. List the evening games and activities 
your family likes; then decide which are the most feasible 
for filming and once you start shooting, be prepared to 
deviate from your shooting plans should events take an un- 
predictable but more interesting turn. It goes without saying 
that the play is best kept natural and spontaneous; let the 
fun run its course and let your cast’s imagination supplement 
yours. Other than games and the like, don’t overlook record- 
ing the simple, spontaneous, intimate moments that occur in 
every family: daddy’s homecoming, putting the young—and 
sometimes stubborn—ones to bed, story-telling—all the special 
rituals performed in your family. They'll be treasured later.

Rainy day outdoors. This idea might immediately strike 
you as one to be dismissed and good only for keeping you 
snugly indoors close to the TV set. But think of it as 
a challenge to bring out the Hitchcock in you—to recre- 
ate the mood and feeling typical of a rainy day, to capture 
the offbeat and unusual. Waterproof your youthful subjects 
and go out to have fun. Catch the reaction of the smaller 
fry when the first unaccustomed splesh of cold raindrops 
meets their upturned, inquisitive faces. Make up simple games 
for all to play. Let them explore the depth of a puddle with 
a finger, toss in a pebble and count the ripples, sail tiny 
boats on the sudden streams; and just let them be themselves.

Playground. Lots of lively action here, though you may 

want to spark it yourself with tossed ball, a suggested 

game, building in the sand, a race across the pool, a con-

Let one youngster run through his paces on the 
playground equipment: how high can he swing, how clever 
is he on the rings, how agile on the horizontal bars. If you 
have a baby subject who’s going for his first swing or first 
dip in the pool, that’s something well worth recording. Maybe 
you'll just want to shoot some action as it happens, without 
any direction or interference from you. Sit casually at a dis- 
tance, pretending to examine your camera, then move in 
unobtrusively, shooting away.

If, however, you want to exercise your producer- 
director talents, round up some female small fry and stage 
an impromptu beauty contest; merchandise from a nearby 
refreshment stand will provide sufficient awards and you'll 
get some delightful and amusing results.

The contrast of lonely sands and surf 
with noisy, frantic summer activities will contain a mood and 
atmosphere needing no human subject.

NEW 8-mm TURRET CAMERA 


The Emel, a French professional-type camera, is 


available for the first time to American amateurs. 


By ALLAN GREEN 


HE new Emel 8-mm camera, manufac- 

tured by the Emel Establishment, Paris, 
France, offers the amateur movie photog- 
rapher features which previously were 
available only on professional cameras. 
Although the Emel has been available in 
Europe this is the first time American 
movie makers have the opportunity to 
buy either the single-lens- or three-lens- 
turret models. 

A very important feature is the view- 
finder. It is a precision calibrated zoom- 
type ranging from 6.25 to 50 mm. The 
viewfinder image remains clear, brilliant 
and sharp at all positions. 

As far as the parts used in making the 
camera are concerned seventy percent of 
them are Swiss-made. 

A highly accurate frames-per-second 
regulator which is graduated from lock 
(0) to 64 fps is built into the Emel. The 
main reason for this accuracy is to be 
found in a heavy Swedish-made steel- 
spring drive which delivers a constant 
power torque to the speed governor. This 
uses only a portion of the power. (Full 
wind runs six feet of film through the 
camera.) 

Perhaps the most ingenious device on 
the Emel is the exposure calculator posi- 
tioned on the side of the camera. It is 
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Here are some of the important features of 
the Emel: 1 finder, 2 frame counter, 3 frame 
counter knob, 4 winding key tor spring motor, 
5 rotary exposure table, 6 single-frame re- 
ease button, 7 shaft for reverse-action crank, 
8 starting-button release, 9 starting but- 
ton, 10 speed indicator, 11 speed selector. 
This mode! is the C-93A Pro Turret-master. 


designed for use with film that has an 
ASA 10 rating. (Most popular color films 
have this rating.) To test the accuracy of 
the calculator, color tests were made with 
two professional photoelectric meters un- 
der a variety of light conditions. The re- 
sults, when compared with the Emel’s 
calculator, completely agreed with the 
professional exposure meters. To make 
exposure easy to determine, the calcu- 
lator is printed in different colors, each 
of which indicates some information such 
as month of year, hour of day, and thir- 
teen different weather conditions. 

The shutter release has a unique “lock- 
unlock” button which was designed to 
help eliminate the jerk that often comes 
with taking the finger off the release. Just 
light pressure on this button will stop 
the run of the camera. 

In addition, the Emel also has an accu- 
rate single-exposure button which is eas- 
ily used for stop-motion and animation 
work. The single-frame button is located 
on top of the camera. 

The camera can be hand-cranked back- 
ward or forward. This is especially useful 
when lap dissolves, fades, double expo- 
sures, and different types of trick pho- 
tography are required. To insure accurate

SOUND EFFECTS 
FOR HOME MOVIES 


fter screening his large collection of 

professional sound effects, Charles 
Michelson put together three 78-rpm rec- 
ords especially for amateurs. In the al- 
bum called “Sound Effects From Real 
Life,” he has included “the most-often 
used sound effects.” 

Whether you have sound-striped films 
on use or a tape recorder, this album 
can add reality to your movie shows. 
Should you not have footage to match the 
different sounds, you can shoot film to 
fit the effects. 

Here is a record-by-record breakdown 
of the album: 

1. Church bells, traffic, Niagara Falls, 
surf, countryside, carnival, Halloween, 
Christmas and a parade. 

2. Birds, baby cry, lion and leopard, 
water splashes, steamer sailing, play- 
ground, storm, applause, horserace, and 
a crowd. 

3. Farmyard, hoofbeats, sheep, pigs, 
dog, steam engine, diesel engine, police 
car and motorcycle, fire engine, and an 
airplane. 

Michelson, who has approximately 
10,000 true-life sounds in his professional 
file, used primarily by radio, television, 
and movie studios, tapes most of his 
effects using a parabolic microphone, and 
then transfers them to disks. The micro- 
phone, which is saucer-shaped, allows 
Michelson to concentrate on _ specific 
sounds and eliminate noises. 

During World War II, one of Michel- 
son’s sound effects helped in winning a 
battle. His recording of 16-inch naval 
guns, played from rafts off the North 
African coast, gave Field Marshal Rom- 
mel the idea that a counter offensive by 
sea was being waged against him. 

Sometimes Michelson deliberately goes 
after a particular sound. However many 
times he just stumbles upon something 
which he thinks is worth recording. For 
either situation he is fully prepared. For 
scheduled recording sessions, his equip- 
ment consists of a large professional tape

recorder and a stop watch. The latter 
guides him in his run-throughs or re- 
hearsals. For recording in the field, he 
generally uses a battery-operated tape 
recorder which is always kept in his car.

An extra eyeglass case fastened to the 
tripod, as shown here, will prove very 
convenient for the photographer who re- 
quires eyeglasses for close work only 
(which includes reading camera scale and 
shutter setting) but finds them a nuisance 
when looking into the viewfinder.

For Chipped mittee ieuye 


Chemical fog or discoloration of prints or 
films sometimes may be caused by enamel 
coating of a developing tray having be- 
come chipped or cracked, exposing the 
metal. Usefulness of such trays can be 
prolonged by applying two coats of a 


good, self-polishing liquid floor-wax, 
which will dry into a tough, wear-resist- 
ant covering, sealing the damaged spots. 
Tray must be entirely dry before first ap- 
plication. Allow at least 4% hour between 
coats.—G. C. Greene, Detroit. 


Bluing Whitens Prints 


It sometimes happens that the available 
washwater tends to give a yellowish cast 
to black-and-white prints. In such cases, 
this can be avoided and normally bright 
prints produced by the addition of a mi- 
nute quantity of liquid bluing to the final 
wash. To assure adding only the neces- 
sary minimum, and controlling the blue- 
ness, the end of a toothpick should be 
dipped into the bluing, then touched 
lightly to the surface of the final wash- 
water.—Ken Murray, Colon, Michigan.

rewinding for different effects. Use the 
single-frame counter. If you place the 
camera on a tripod you can run off the 
entire roll by hand-cranking the camera. 

The machined Emel turret models ac- 
commodate three lenses and a positive 
turret lock insures accurate lens-center- 
ing. 

Inside the camera a precision move- 
ment, an ideally mounted pressure plate, 
and a main sprocket drive (found on no 
other 8-mm camera) insure a steady pic- 
ture for the photographer. 

Emel 8-mm cameras (available through 
franchised dealers of the Akarex Corpo- 
ration, 80 East 11th Street, New York 3) 
are: the non-turret Emel C91 Supreme 
with Pan Cinor 12.5 to 36-mm f/2.8 lens 
and speeds of 8, 16, and 64 fps; price 
$289.50. C93A Pro-Turretmaster less lens, 
$199.50. C93A Pro-Turretmaster with Op- 
tikor f/1.2 lens, $274. C92A Turretmaster 
less lens is the same as the C93A except 
that it doesn’t have the single-frame 
counter; price $179.50. C92 Turretmaster 
with f/1.9 Emelon lens minus zoom-type 
finder and single-frame counter but with 
hair-cross finder, $169.50.

glass with the lens at f/22 can be trying. 
Secondly, when a picture is made with a 
single-lens reflex, the mirror must move 
up to permit the light from the lens to 
hit the film. With the mirror goes the 
image so that until the camera is reset, 
there is a period of comparative blindness. 
Then too, the rate of operation is faster 
on twin-lens reflexes than with single- 
lens cameras. The focusing lens is always 
at full aperture, giving a clear, bright 
image on the groundglass screen, which 
is always visible, before, during, and after 
exposure. 

For this reason, twin-lens reflexes have 
been used in all types of photography 
where a combination of speed and con- 
trol are needed such as portraiture, child 
photography, photojournalism, and color 
work. A study of photo credit lines will 
show some of the range of the twin-lens 
camera. To be truthful, much of this 
versatility is the result of manufacturers 
trying to improve 35-mm photography. 
The introduction of the new high-speed 
films, for instance, has almost eliminated 
the lens-speed disadvantage that the twin- 
lens reflex had relative to 35-mm cameras. 
With an f/3.5 lens and films rated at ASA 
800, pictures can be made that were vir- 
tually impossible with an f/1.5 lens and 
the slower films of several years back. 
The high quality of thin-emulsion films, 
designed to put the 35 on a footing with 
its larger brothers, was supplied for the 
120 cameras, giving the added advantage

of a larger neyative and easier handling. 

When the same care used on 35-mm 
negatives is applied to the 2%4 x 24 nega- 
tive, huge* enlargements virtually grain- 
free are possible from reflex photographs. 
A 10-diameter enlargement from a 1 x 142- 
inch negative gives a print about 10x15 
(say 11x14 for the sake of uniformity). 
The same degree of enlargement applied 
to a 244x2% negative results in a print 
22 inches square, quite a hunk of paper 
by anyone’s standards. 

However, like everything else, to use 
the twin-lens reflex successfully, the 
photographer has to like it and feel com- 
fortable with it. A person who is far- 
sighted, for example, is not likely to be 
comfortable with a camera demanding the 
ability to see small details a foot or so 
away from his nose. A person who wants 
the utmost in fast handling and the 
versatility of interchangeable lenses is not 
likely to use a twin-lens reflex, with its 
single non-interchangeable lens, of what 
is now considered “average” speed. (Two 
cameras which do offer lens interchange- 
ability are the Professional Mamiyaflex 
and the Tele-Koniflex.) The person who 
wants extreme detail or ultra close-up 
will find that a view camera will do this 
job easier and without the expense of 
accessory close-up lenses, 

But, and this is a most important but, 
the twin-lens reflex will handle satisfac- 
torily a wider range of work with less 
accessories than almost any other camera 
on the market. Its popularity is not the 
result of skilled advertising but the result 
of years of use by photographers in all 
fields. The next time you wonder whether 
one camera would fit most of your needs, 
investigate the twin-lens reflex. Chances 
are, it could be the answer to your prob- 
lem.—Joseph P. Fesce and Harold Martin

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A Report on Ipex 


hibit, the Ilford, Ansco, Kodak, General 
Electric, and Minolta displays. For other 
good ones you had to make trips around 
Washington. The Library of Congress had 
a historic show made up from its own 
archives called Image of America, which 
included part of the Mathew Brady col- 
lection as well as some hitherto unknown 
papers on photography by Samuel F. B. 
Morse. The Department of Commerce 
Building lobby had a fine show from 
Photokina called Young Germans Behind 
the Camera and another good one, in 
color as well as black-and-white, of the 
winners of the recent Armed Forces 
Photo Contest conducted by the Army 
Times newspaper. And at the Shoreham 
Hotel the Photographers’ Association of 
America offered a big show of pictures 
made by their members and those of the 
American Society of Magazine Photog- 
raphers. 

One of the worst photo exhibits was the 
featured, and probably costly, Photogra- 
phy in the Service of Man, which ran 
disjointedly through the maze of commer- 
cial exhibits on the main floor. Here was 
a triumph of design over photography, 
which suffered a fate akin to obliteration. 
Purporting to reveal the scope of photog- 
raphy in use today, it showed nothing but 
the ingenuity of the designer in cutting 
pictures into odd and sometimes out- 
landish shapes to achieve design effects. 


| Some of the pictures were bent, one big 


one was rippled like a washboard. This 
sort of thing is an affront to the dignity 
and power of photographs. 

If you stayed at home, as you likely 
did, what did you miss? Nothing, cer- 
tainly, if you were interested in seing 
important international exhibitions of 
photographs. What else? If there is noth- 
ing in the world more exciting to you 
than a gigantic camera store jam-packed 
with cameras and other photo equipment 
much of it spanking new and just ready 
for market, you missed a great deal as the

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you. But if you like special events, things 
to do, lectures to attend, demonstrations 
to see, IPEX itself was pretty much of a 
washout, as quite a few visitors com- 
plained. There were lectures and demon- 
strations as well as special events staged 
by the participating organizations at their 
hotel headquarters but most of these were 
not available to nonmembers. 

At IPEX itself, inside the armory, the 
only formal instruction offered the public 
was Sylvania Electric Company’s lighting 
demonstrations and the best entertain- 
ment was offered by Zip, Westinghouse’s 
delightful chimpanzee, who cavorted 
every night and on both weekends when 
the public was allowed in. 

The much-publicized “special event” 
called Around the World on a Roll of Film

turned out to be a series of badly painted 
backdrops of foreign scenes with native 
models and props scattered around the 
basement. For want of anything else to do 
with the cameras they’d brought with 
them the public flocked to these exhibits, 
which were properly lighted, and fired 
away, often putting their friends or rela- 
tives in the scene with the native models. 
The Hawaiian exhibit included native en- 
tertainers and needless to say packed the 
aisles with snapshooters. The Theme Cen- 
ter garden was so poorly lighted that only 
fans with flashguns could make color pic- 
tures of it. 

IPEX was sponsored by the Nation:l 
Association of Photographic Manufac- 
turers, Master Photo Dealers and Finish- 
ers Association, Photographers Associa- 
tion of America (which changed its name 
to Professional Photographers of America 
in covention assembled), the National 
Press Photographers Association, the Pho- 
tographic Society of America, and the 
American Society of Magazine Photog- 
raphers, all of which held their own 
convention meetings in hotels around 
Washington. The National Press Photog- 
raphers Association (NPPA), sparked as 
always by the indomitable Joe Costa, gen- 
erated more publicity for IPEX than the 
exposition’s own publicity department. 
Among other events NPPA placed a 
wreath on Mathew Brady’s grave, helped 
Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson un- 
veil a bronze plaque in honor of Joe 
Rosenthal, photographer of the famed Iwo 
Jima flag-raising pictures, picked Carole 
Michelson of Silver Spring, Md., as Miss 
National Press Photographer from ameng 
19 beauties from all parts of the USA., 
and distributed its annual awards. An- 
other special event was the presentation 
to Supreme Court Justice William O. 
Douglas of an honorary membership in 
the American Society of Magazine P..o- 
tographers. Justice Douglas is a fine ama- 
teur photographer. This makes him a pro. 

Summing it all up, IPEX was a com- 
mercial success. Dealers came from all 
over the world, and the reports, when it 
was over, were that the exhibiting manu- 
facturers, importers, and distributors 
amassed a satisfactory sheaf of orders. 
The show provided another opportunity 
for members of the world’s photographic 
industry to show their wares, to buy and 
sell, and to fraternize. But photographers 
in effect were snubbed by IPEX’s official 
disrespect for photographs. An opportun- 
ity to provide an international gallery for 
the display of fine photography from all 
over the world was simply slurred over. 
No “International Photographic Exposi- 
tion” worthy of the name can relegate the 
art of photography to a secondary role.

French Exhibit 


At press time, there was no clear pic- 
ture as to the success of the efforts of the 
French manufacturers’ group in launch- 
ing their products here. Following is a 
summary of their presentation: 

Products were displayed in glittering 
surroundings faintly reminiscent of Car- 
tier rather than a trade show. Many of 
the items displayed are not yet distrib- 
uted in this country while others have 
been available on a limited scale. The 
impression we received from our several 
visits to the display was that the quality 
and the prices were about on equally 
high levels. 

Some of the movie cameras, the Camex, 
the Emel, and the Pathé, are discussed 
in other sections of the IPEX Report. An 
interesting aspect of French movie equip- 
ment is the use of 9.5-mm film. Not gen- 
erally available, this size is quite popular 
in Europe as a compromise between the 
higher-priced 16-mm film and the small 
frame size of 8-mm. Whether this size 
will become established here is doubtful 
since photographic equipment and sup- 
plies are, relatively speaking, cheaper 
here than in Europe. Then too, the in-

The popular Angenieux and Som Berth- 
iot lines of lenses were displayed, both 
firms offering a 25-mm f/0.95 lens for 16- 
mm work. As far as we could determine, 
this was the fastest lens shown at the ex- 
hibit. This last bit of information is for 
people who like statistics and superlatives 
neatly classified. Boyer offered an f/1.1 
lens but here again, no details were avail- 
able. They also have an f/2.8 with “ut- 
most acuteness of the cliches” for people 
who need things like these. 

In general, the French showed well- 
rounded line of equipment of all types 
including accessories but the presentation 
suffered from one serious fault. The in- 
formation facilities were limited to a pair 
of interpreters; the other people at the 
display spoke only French and it was 
very difficult to carry on a conversation. 
Also, the exhibit appeared to have been 
organized on an individual company ba- 


sis rather than an industry-wide basis as 
with the Japanese, for example. Thus, to 
get information, it was necessary to find 
the person directly concerned with the 
product. 

In still cameras, the most interesting 
item for us was a Semflex Studio 244x214 
twin-lens reflex equipped with 150-mm 
lenses instead of the usual 75-mm lenses. 
This is a great advantage not only for 
portraiture but for any work requiring 
a reasonably large image with a mini- 
mum of distortion. No prices or other de- 
tails are available. Another twin-lens re- 
flex shown was the Royflex, an auto- 
matic type similar in some ways to the 
Rollei’s. There were several interesting 
box-type cameras offered by Photax as 
well as some 35-mm models in the lower- 
priced range by Royer. The Foca, a de- 
luxe 35-mm camera, was also on display, 
but this model has been available on the 
American market for some time.

The new Megalume 4 introduced by 
Nems-Clarke is a rugged a-c and nickel- 
cadmium battery-powered 100-watt sec- 
ond unit designed to produce 200 expo- 
sures without stopping to recharge the 
batteries (by means of the built-in bat- 
tery charger)—featuring a recycling time 
between flashes of only 5 seconds (to 
within % stop of full charge), a flash 
duration of 1/2,500 second, and an av- 
erage light output of 4,000 beam candle 
power seconds with a half-light reflector 
coverage of 50 degrees. It is priced at 
$163.95, plus $36.00 for its Sonotone 
53L420 6-volt nickel-cadmium battery. 
. .. Also introduced at IPEX for special 
applications were the Type 505 Nems- 
Clarke “Pulsare” which produces a 
steady high-intensity source for photo- 
micrographic viewing and an extremely 
intense pulsed flash for the actual photo- 
micrographic exposure (models priced 
from $550 to $620); and the Zenare for 
use when a steady, high-intensity light 
source is needed, at $530. 

Not to be overlooked was the G-E 25- 
million-candlepower flashtube mounted 
on top of the National Guard Armory 
which flashed every 2 seconds during 
the evening hours of the exposition— 
about 150,000 times in ten days—visible 
for distances up to 50 miles on a clear 
day. The lamp (available commercially 
as the FT-617) was powered by a “Super 
Master” supply furnished by American 
Speedlight Corp., New York—comprising 
the largest commercially available elec- 
tronic-flash equipment. 


Batteries 

In the way of battery news, Bright 
Star introduced their new #51P, 510- 
volt battery for electronic-flash use with 
dual terminals—one pair with surface 
contacts and the other with deep jack 
receptacles. . . . The Mallory Battery 
Company, division of P. R. Mallory and 
Co., Inc., showed a complete line of zinc- 
carbon as well as mercury batteries and 
B-C cartridges, the former representing 
the results of their acquisition of the 
General Dry Battery of Cleveland. Mal- 
lory factories are now situated in Cleve- 
land, Dubuque, and N. Tarrytown, N. Y. 


Accessories 

“Pic” Portable Background Frames 
were announced at the show as a stock 
item from American Photographic In- 
strument Co., Inc. These units, priced at 
$84.95, are made of anodized aluminum, 
adjustable for any size from 5x10 to 
10x10 feet and are capable of supporting 
standard 107-inch wide 12-yard rolls of 
seamless background paper—the frame 
comes in a portable case (total weight 
22 pounds), and can be assembled in less 
than 10 minutes. . . .

Projection Lamps 

Competition among major lamp manu- 
facturers was intensified at IPEX with 
the expansion of Sylvania’s line of short 
Tru-Focus horizontal- and vertical-burn- 
ing projection lamps to include 75-, 150-, 
750-, and 1,000-watt sizes in addition to | 
the formerly available 300-watt and 500- 
watt .sizes, and also by the introduction | 
of a competitive line by Westinghouse 
under the trade name “Focus-Lok.” The 
latter has a new base and socket of un- 
usual design with a simplified locking | 
device on the base to align the lamp 
with the projector’s optical system; it is 
only 4 inches in total length, burns hori- | 
zontally or vertically with equal efficien- 
cy claimed, and comes in a 500-watt 
model, with 750- and 1,000-watt models 
planned for the near future. . . . West- 
inghouse also demonstrated at the show 
a prototype model of a new 800-watt 
Xenon Projection Lamp for 16-mm cine | 
projectors of the JAN type. Operating 
under a pressure of 22 atmospheres, the 
xenon lamp is completely enclosed and 
easily replaced, producing the brilliance 
of carbon-arc sources without the oper- 
ating difficulties. .. . The Radiant Lamp 
Corporation, which introduced the first 
horizontal-burning projection lamp with 
horizontal filaments in 1953 (for the Re- 
vere 444 slide projector)—a 300-watt 
T10S—is continuing to make this lamp 
for replacement purposes, but is still 
awaiting further developments in the 
slide-projector field before planning to 
compete with horizontal- and vertical- 
burning lamps of higher wattage. As we 
mentioned in our trend discussion, there 
are currently only two projectors on the 
market today utilizing the 300-watt G-E 
Gold Top horizontal-burning projection 
lamp and the Sylvania 300-watt Tru- 
Focus—the Ansco Dualet and Realist 620 
21%4x2% units. At a conference during 
the show, George C. Connor, photolamp 
sales manager of Sylvania, predicted that 
at least six additional manufacturers 
would introduce projectors utilizing the 
Tru-Focus lamp in 1957. 


MOVIE EQUIPMENT 


O ne of the more flourishing trends in | 
photography judging by the IPEX 
show is 8-mm movie-making. Virtually all 
of the new movie cameras were designed 
for this size and a number of accessories 
were introduced to expand the scope of 
this former “economy format.” 


Cine Cameras 

Kodak introduced two new Medallion 8 | 
cameras featuring magazine loading, a 
simplified exposure-selector dial (just dial 
your light condition and your lens is auto- 
matically set for the correct exposure) 
and prefocused f/1.9 lenses for fixed-focus 
shooting.

13-mm, and 24-mm at an f/1.9 maximum 
aperture. 

Keystone introduced two new 8-mm 
cameras, one of which, the K-25AX Capri, 
has a standard 13-mm f/1.9 lens coupled 
to a photoelectric cell calibrated for ASA 
10 and 16 (the speeds of Daylight and 
Type A Kodachrome, respectively) at 16 
frames per second. This cell adjusts the 
lens for existing light conditions, automat- 
ically, eliminating a major portion of ex- 
posure problems with color. The other, 
K-27 Capri, offers a three-lens turret with 
wide-angle 9-mm, normal 13-mm, and tele- 
photo 25-mm elements. Because all three 
use the basic lens system, all are rated at 
f/1.9. Prices are $89.95 for the K-25AX 
and $99.95 for the K-27. 

The Revere Eye-Matic 8 is a completely 
automatic 8-mm camera with a photo- 
electric cell coupled to the lens dia- 
phragm. This automatically sets the ex- 
posure and operates continuously under 
varying light conditions. The cell can be 
adjusted for various film speeds and there 
is an indicator which tells the user if there 
is sufficient light. The photoelectric cell 
can be disconnected and the camera ad- 
justed manually. The camera is available 
in two models, for spool or magazine load. 
with single or three-lens turret system. 
This camera is not yet available and no 
prices have been quoted. 

A 16-mm entry is Bell and Howell’s 240, 
a spool-loading camera available in three 
models. The 240A has a single lens, either 
a 20-mm f/2.5 fixed-focus lens or a focus- 
ing 20-mm f/1.9 lens. Both lenses are in 
Sunomatic mounts making it possible to 
dial correct exposures by setting the 
pointer at the proper light condition. 
Prices are $179.95 with f/2.5, $204.95 with 


| #/1.9 lens. The 240T has a two-lens turret 


and the 240TA a three-lens turret with 
standard “C” mounts. Among the lenses 
available for the 240TA is a 25-mm f/0.95 
lens for use with available light that is 
not quite available. 

The Japanese have expanded their op- 
eration to cover the 8-mm field, introduc- 
ing two new cameras, the Canon 8-T and 
the Elmo 8. The former, product of Canon 
Camera, is in the upper brackets, offering 
a two-lens turret, five speeds (16 to 64 
fps) and an optical viewfinder covering 
lenses from 6.5- (wide angle) to 75-mm 
(telephoto). Focusing is through the lens 
or by scale. It uses standard 25-foot dou- 
ble 8-mm film. Prices start at $159.50 for 


| the camera with the 13-mm f/1.8 lens. The 
| Elmo 8 is in the popular-priced class, with 


speeds from 8 to 32 fps, a built-in zoom- 


| type finder, and simplified loading. It sells 


for $99.50 with an Elmo f/1.9 lens. 

The Camex Reflex 8, a French import, 
is the only 8-mm camera with continuous 
reflex viewing, using a moving mirror on 
the shutter to direct light rays to a triple 
prism. The view is natural size and can 
be used with any lens and at any dis- 
tance. The camera has four speeds (8-32 
fps) and uses roll film rather than maga- 
zine loads. 

The Emel C91 and C93 cameras, also 
from France, are deluxe models with vari- 
able-speed shutters, back wind, and opti- 
cal viewfinders. The C91 is a single-lens 
type equipped with a Pan-Cinor “Zoom” 
lens, an f/2.8 from 12.5- to 36-mm focal 


length. The C93, with five speeds (16 to 
64 fps) plus single-frame has a three-lens 
turret and a zoom-type finder. Price of 
the C91 with Pan-Cinor lens is $279.50; 
the C93 with standard f/1.9 Emelon lens 
is $199.50. 

An unusual movie camera is the L.D. 8, 
a French model with a photoelectric cell 
to set the lens aperture automatically. 
This comes in two models, the Automatic 
L.D. 8 and the nonautomatic Turret L.D. 8. 

Pathé offers a 16-mm camera of profes- 
sional quality with shutter speeds from 8 
to 80 fps, continuous reflex finder, and a 
variety of lenses. Prices are in the $409 
bracket. 

A new German entry in the automation 
sweepstakes is the Bauer 88-E, a focusing- 
lens version (noninterchangeable) of the 
Bauer 88-B semiautomatic camera. Like 
the 88-B, it can be adjusted for all film 
speeds and frames per second rates. The 
camera has four speeds (8-48 fps) and is 
equipped with a 125-mm _ Rodenstock 
Ronar f/1.9 lens. The price is $169.95. 

Zeiss has a new version of their Movie- 
kon 8, with four speeds, 16, 24, 32, and 48 
frames per second, instead of a single 
speed. All other features of this unique 
camera remain the same. 

Lenses and Attachments 

In the field of movie lenses, Ednalite is 
introducing an 8-mm f/19 TV Zoom 
Lens, with a focal length range from 9.5 
to 28.5 mm. The lens focuses from 3 feet 
to infinity and is coupled to a view- 
finder which has parallax correction from 
infinity to five feet. It sells for $229.50. 

The Elgeet Auto-Ex (currently fur- 
nished on the Keystone K-25AX) pro- 
vides automatic exposure control for any 
8-mm camera with a standard “D” mount.

Wide screen pictures at home are avail- 
able with the Bolex Anamorphic Lens 
System, giving a frame ratio of 2:1 (frame 
is twice as wide as it is high). Available 
in 8- and 16-mm sizes, it is mounted in 
front of the regular camera lens. It can 
also be used on projectors. Prices are 
$89.50 for the 8-mm size, $149.50 for the 
16-mm size. 

Walz is introducing a line of movie 
lenses with a simplified Tri-Color focusing 
system.

Other new projectors include two models 
from Kodak, the Showtime 8. Both models 
have f/1.6 lenses, 500-watt projection sys- 
tems with a newly designed shutter trans- 
mitting up to 60 percent more light than 
the conventional types. Thus, the light 
output is equal to that provided by older 
750- to 1000-watt projectors. One model 
has single speed and sells for $115. The 
other model has variable speeds for use 
in areas with fluctuating voltage and sells 
for $129.50. 

Wollensak’s “715” 8-mm projector offers 
push-button control, removable self-con- 
tained film splicer and choice of 500- or 
750-watt lamps. The lens is a one-inch 
f/1.6. The price of this projector is $162.50.

1000 at $179. The Movie Mite has the 
unique distinction of being the only 16- 
mm projector introduced at the IPEX 
show. It is the lowest-priced sound pro- 
jector now on the market, selling for 
$298.50 using an optical system, or $398.50 
with a magnetic playback (nonrecording) 
head.

couples a tape recorder to the M-8 pro- 
jector. It sells for $89.50. 

A new German projector, the Bauer 
T-10 was announced for 8-mm projection. 
This projector also has an electronic 
coupling system to couple the projector 
with any tape recorder. A new feature of 
the projector is the use of a concentrated- 
filament 100-watt 12-volt lamp, said to 
give the equivalent of 500 watts illumina- 
tion. The lens is a 20-mm f/1.5, giving a 
slightly wider picture than the usual one- 
inch (25-mm) projection lens. The T-10 
projector is $179.95 and the sound coupler 
is $89.95. 


In the professional and semiprofessional 
field, Victor displayed three sound projec- 
tors for 16-mm film, the Sovereign 25, 
$565.00, the Assembly 10, $458.50, and the 
Classmate 4, $449.50, all prices including 
speakers—manufactured at the Kalart 
plant in Plainville, Conn. Mitchell was al- 
so on display with their professional 16- 
and 35-mm cameras used for almost all 
professional motion pictures shot for films 
or television. 

A new editor was introduced by Mans- 
field. Designed for 8-mm film, the Holiday 
has a 4%x6-inch screen and a 400-foot 
capacity. It sells for $64.50 with case. 





35-mm at IPEX 


sorts of Photokina objets d’art from dual- 
range 50-mm Summicrons to the view- 
finder-coupled Summaron lens were also 
visible in respectable profusion. 

Over at the Canon Company’s heavily 
populated field headquarters the idea was 
apparently to wear down a poor scribe’s 
pencil with more new toys than Christ- 
mas. First, the cameras: the Canon VT 
De Luxe is the now-familiar VT to which 
has been added a flush-folding rewind 
crank which completely replaces the pop- 
up knob assembly of the original camera. 
The second camera, called the Canon L-1, 
continues all of the Cannon VT features 
residing above the rapid-advance base- 
plate wind mechanism which has mys- 
teriously disappeared. In its place is a 
right handy little single-stroke advance 
lever located, as you might suspect, where 
the optional-use advance knob resides on 
VT and VT DeLuxe. The L-1 feels a lot 
smaller than its V relations, the removal 
of the base-plate mechanism having 
brought the camera’s over-all height 
down what appeared to me about a half 
inch or so. All this generated consider- 
able L-1 enthusiasm in this reporter, but 
when I noted the lack of a self-timer 
on the front of the body my joy was 
complete. (Nothing personal, I just hate 
timing myself.) 

Having been detached skillfully from 
the camera I was thumbing through an 
impromptu endurance test, I came upon 
what is probably the most ingenious and 
highly original reflex housing ever of- 


| fered to let a rangefinder camera see 


through the lens. The front of this hous- 


| ing is rectangular, and somewhat thinner 


than normal. Instead of ending in a 


| straight-up chimney, or 45-degree angle 
| eyepiece, the look-through part moves 
| straight back over the top of the camera 


at right angles to the housing. The reflex- 
viewfinder window is thus hard by the 


| Canon’s back plate, just above the ac- 
| cessory clip. 


The inner optical differences from other 
housings now begin. First, we’ve got a 
genuine penta-prism, bright, and clear. 
Second, the center of the groundglass 
image contains a split-field rangefinder 
which appears better than most, the split 
being sharp and clean. Next, down on 
the right-hand side of the housing lies 
a small chrome lever. Flick it and a 
three-power magnifier pops in, the lens 
seems to have grown legs, and some 
really critical long-lens focusing becomes 
duck soup. An appropriately shaped met-

al piece unites the housing’s mirror-re- 
lease catch and the Canon’s release button 
replacing the standard entangling cable- 
release—double, that is. This beautiful 
housing is at the moment being sold as a 
unit with a new Canon lens, a 135-mm 
{/2.5, which like all of the newer Canon 
opticery is called “Canon Lens.” This has 
seemed a loss to me since I'd always 
imagined that naming the offspring was 
a great source of satisfaction, not to say 
an opportunity for exercising verbal in- 
genuity when things dulled down round 
the glassworks. Serenar, now there’s a 
fine, soothing name. In any event, the 
135-mm {f/2.5 looks real beautiful in its 
squat black mount with a roomy focusing 
flange alternately circled with smooth 
and straight-scribed panels for grippage 
sans slippage. 

Another beautiful piece of Canon glass 
that appeared before us in Washington 
is a 200-mm f/3.5 Canon lens, natch. 
Again, a beautiful and free-wheeling 
black mount with all the conveniences. 
This lens mounts aboard Canon’s older 
chimney-style reflex housing, an excellent 
bit of work, to be sure, but we’d have 
been a lot happier if it sat on the new 
penta-prism deal, and suspect that this 
speedy bit of heavy artillery would share 
the sentiments. 

That trend I invented a while back and 
called “the revolt of the mediums,” about 
how these average pocket-book (1957- 
style!) cameras are getting uppity and 
grabbing all kinds of features and gizmos 
that used to be the rich camera’s special 
privileges back in the good old days when 
cameras under $150 knew their place, is 
grinding along in high gear. Consider 
the King Regula, or should I say all 
eight of them, and be thankful that the 
importer left seven other models back in 
their native Germany, or we’d be on this 
all night. 

The family begins with the Regula R, 
which offers a coupled rangefinder com- 
bined with the viewfinder, nice and big, 
by the way, a 45-mm f/2.8 Steinheil Cas- 
sar lens in a linear-focusing mount with 
the Prontor SVS shutter, speeds to 1/300. 
A single-stroke advance lever takes care 
of that chore, and for $69.95 they throw 
in case and flashgun. Should speed be 
your dish, an additional $20 buys the 
same camera with a six-element 45-mm 
Ennalyt f/1.9 lens. Or, for the same $89.50 
you can get the f/2.8 camera with a built- 
in Gossen exposure meter calibrated in 
light values. But, hold on there, if you’re

First is the Regula IIIc with an inter- 
changeable 50-mm f/2.8 Ennit 4-element 
lens at $89.50. Next, the same camera with 
the 6-element f/1.9 Ennalyt at $119.50. 
Then come two Regula IIId cameras with 
the built-in meter plus all else. With the 
{/2.8 it’s $119.50; with the f/1.9, $149.50. 

These are pretty good luxury-on-a 
budget values, and the inexpensive acces- 
sory lenses available add to the attractive 
price picture. A 28-mm f/3.5 6-element 
Enna wide-angle is $99.50. A 4-element 
35-mm {/3.5 is $59.50. The lenses are the 
Ultra-Lithagon and Lithagon, respective- 
ly. The two long lenses available, both 
Tele-Ennalyts, are a 90-mm f/3.5 4-ele- 
ment and a 155-mm f/3.5 5-element lens. 

The cameras use a very cute bayonet 
mount, have self-setting frame counters, 
soft-action body-release buttons, hinged 
backs, and good exterior finish on a die- 
cast aluminum body. 

Another German behind-the-lens shut- 
ter lens-switcher is Agfa’s Ambi Silette, 
a cool million of which have disappeared 
into the gadget bags of European ama- 
teurs in the three years it’s been around. 
The new US price for the Ambi Silette 
with the normal 50-mm f/2.8 4-element 
lens is $129. A.35-mm f/4 wide-angle (also 
4-element construction) sells for $69, and 
a 90-mm f/4 5-element lens is $79. All 
glass, of course, being Agfa’s. 


The camera’s coupled rangefinder is 
combined with the viewfinder which em- 
ploys bright-line frames, a dial on top of | 


the camera being set for either the 35-, 


50-, or 90-mm lenses. The Compur-Rapid | 
shutter has full MFX synch, and speeds | 


to 1/500. Construction is strong and solid, 
the interior is effectively baffled, and the 
Silette is an interesting contender in the 
high-powered medium-priced field. 

Still another contender in this race is 
the Akarex, which has solved the prob- 
lem in a very interesting way, by growing 
a family of lenses with individual view- 
rangefinders shooting off each mount. The 
behind-the-lens shutter is a Compur Rap- 
id going to 1/500 with MX synch, and a 
single-stroke advance lever is provided 
in what appears to be an extremely strong 
body. The Akarex III with a 50-mm f/2 
Schneider Xenon lists for $139.50. Lens- 
and-rangefinder units available are 
Schneider’s 35-mm Xenagon f/3.5 ($79.50),

first opportunity to handle the new Con- 
taflex models III and IV and the basically 
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similar Kodak Retina Reflex, which we 
covered in our Photokina report last 
January. At 10 paces they’re Bobbsy 
twins and dealers shuttling back and 
forth. between the inconsiderately distant 
Kodak and Zeiss exhibits will probably 
settle for a Mexican standoff. 

The trouble with revolutions is that 
once started they’re hard to control, and 
one new camera indicates that the low- 
priced cameras may soon be tooth-and- 
fang with the mediums. The DeJur D-3, 
made by this Yankee outfit in their Ger- 
man factory, offers interchangeability, 
coupled rangefinder, 45-mm f/2.8 lens, 
rapid lever advance, etc., along with 
ready case and a B-C flashgun for a pret- 
ty ridiculous $59.95 

Interestingly enough, the bubbling low- 
to-medium-priced Japanese cameras in- 
troduced less new models than past per- 
formance might have indicated, and the 
interchangeable-lens idea has yet to catch 
fire across the far Pacific. Probably the 
newest camera shown was Minolta’s A-2 
whose major features are a very good 


45-mm f/2.8 Rokkor lens of 5-element de- 
sign, and an illuminated-frame viewfind- 
er-rangefinder setup. Some time ago we 
checked out one of these 45-mm f/28 
Rokkors which was in a Leica mount, and 
the little glass proved a real cutter. 
Another newcomer is the Lord IV B 
(Allied-Impex), an attractive $60 package 
offering a big single-window rangefinder- 
viewfinder, rapid-film-advance lever, a 
cleverly concealed rapid rewind lever, 
MX shutter with speeds to 1/500, and a 
40-mm f/2.8 lens of 5-element construc- 
tion. For quick shooting, a click stop on 
the distance scale gives you a 6-to-15-foot 
zone of focus if you were clever enough 
to set the lens at f/8. With all the modern 
conveniences and excellent choice of fo- 
cal length, the Lord should be popular. 
Two of this reporter’s favorite weapons, 
the Aires 35-III, and the Konica III have 
both added LVS value gadgets to their 
shutters, a modification which you either 
like or dislike, the middle-ground appar- 
ently largely uninhabited. A desirable 
Konica modification is a large rectangular 


viewfinder ocular offering increased eye 
relief, a‘boon to spectacle-sporters. 

The Miranda and the Asahiflex, Japan’s 
two comers in the single-lens-reflex field 
attracted some interest, the Miranda for 
its un-reflex-like smoothness and quiet- 
ness, the Asahiflex because of the very 
excellent design innovation which causes 
the mirror to flip back to viewing position 
an instant after the exposure, without 
recourse to the winding knob. 

Off to one side, the Japan camera In- 
dustry Association exhibited a number of 
35s not at this point being imported. These 
units all exhibited a great deal of good 
styling, convenient control locations, sin- 
gle-window rangefinder-viewfinders, be- 
tween the lens shutters with full synch 
and 1/500, rapid-advance levers, and 5- 
and 6-element lenses with apertures from 
f/2.8 to f/1.9, focal lengths generally 45- 
mm. If, as the story goes, these are last 
year’s models that are now being further 
honed down, we should see some more 
fine low-to-medium-priced cameras come 
next year’s show.
